I  read  The  Missing  Seven 
Hours  before  Christmas  and 
I  was  deeply  struck  by  it. 
As  your  book  deals  with 
' synchronistic'  phenomena 
I  would  like  to  mention 
the  following  event. 

Your  book  is  one  of 
those  few  which  hâve  ’com- 
pelled'  me  to  buy  them. 
Even  though  I  decided  to 
postpone  purchasing  it 
till  after  the  vacations, 
I  yet  found  myself  tuming 
-  almost  by  a  physical 
force  -  to  purchase  it 
anyway.  I've  had  a  couple 
of  expériences  of  this 
sort  with  books  which  lat- 
er  tumed  out  to  be  high- 
ly  significant  in  some 
fashion.  (I  am  a  hunch 
follower,  in  other  words.) 

My  expérience  following 
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the  purchase  was  rather 
unique,  however.  Having 
gotten  the  book  home  I 
laid  it  aside  and  began  to 
préparé  a  meal.  While  do- 
ing  so  I  fantasized  (day- 
dreamed)  that  a  friend 
visited  me,  saw  some  ”Star 
WarsM  posters  on  the  wal 1 
and  some  UFO  literature, 
and  asked  me  if  I  really 
believed  in  ”that  stuff". 
Whereupon  (in  imagination) 
the  phone  began  to  ring 
and  when  answered  began  to 
émit  a  horrid  beeping.  I 
yelled  to  Bob  to  switch  on 
the  tape  recorder  near  him 
and  gave  him  instructions 
to  operate  it  so  we  could 
get  the  noise  on  tape. 
Afterwards  I  told  him  that 
this  sort  of  thing  was  not 
Ma  Bell' s  fault  but  it  had 
happened  to  other  Ufolog- 
ists  (in  the  daydream  I 
was  one)  and  I  showed  a 
passage  or  two  in  a  book 
to  prove  that  such  sounds 
(pulsing  beeps)  had  been 
heard  over  Ufologists' 
téléphonés  and  had  been 
recorded.  I  explained  that 
our  recording  was  very  im¬ 
portant  because  it  could 
be  compared  with  others . 

Seeing  that  I  hadn't 
opened  your  book  yet  I 
think  this  rather  vivid 
daydream  really  hit  home 
with  respect  to  the  mater- 
ial  in  the  text  covering 
the  CFGM  épisode  and  the 
taped  phone  line  disturb¬ 
ances  (I'm  certain  I  never 
heard  of  either)  . 

I  mention  this  épisode 
not  to  brag  (or  bore) ,  but 
to  help  explain  my  convic¬ 
tions  that: 

1)  ' Synchronistic'  phen- 
omena  are  much  more  common 
than  our  officially  accep- 
ted  (academic-scientific- 
mechanistic)  world-views 
allow  for, 

2)  Such  events  appear  to 
'cluster1  around  certain 
types  of  expériences  which 
trigger  them3  e.g.  inter¬ 


ests,  love,  'peak  expér¬ 
iences',  a  calling  to  the 
religious  or  shamanistic 
life,  sickness,  death,  or 
near  brushes  with  death, 
and  UFOs  and  'haunts'  of 
various  sorts.

Apathy  or  secrecy  ? 

I  h ope  that  your  ambit- 
ious  ideas  will  succeed, 
not  only  in  producing  a 
good  source  of  information 
for  the  uninformed  public, 
but  also  bring  to  light 
important  data  that  hâve 
been  kept  in  the  dark  too 
long.  Those  of  us  who  hâve 
been  concemed  with  this 
subject  since  1952  and 
earlier  are  seeing  many 
répétitions  of  old  sight- 
ings,  and  in  some  cases  so 
called  new  releases  that 
were  known  27  years  ago. 
Many  people  hâve  made  the 
mistake  of  ignoring  some 
vital  cases  because  the 
material  did  not  fit  their 


pre-conceived  ideas.  Now 
they  wi 11  be  in  a  hurry  in 
an  attempt  to  locate  this 
long  forgotten  or  ignored 
evidence . 

In  the  August 
issue  of  UFO  Report  on 
page  11,  is  a  report  of  a 
New  Zealand  UFO  film  taken 
last  December.  That  film 
is  identical  to  an  Adamski 
film,  and  before  anyone 
st arts  to  laugh  at  the 
mention  of  his  name ,  may  I 
suggest  that  such  people 
do  some  real  homework  that 
will  include  such  sites  as 
California;  Norwich,  Eng- 
land;  Conniston,  England; 
and  Washington.  One  day 
their  efforts  will  be  re- 
warded.  Real  evidence 
does  exist,  known  to  a 
few  and  ignored  by  many. 

On  pg.  17  of  Journal  UFO 
Volume  1,1,  Mr.  Sinclair 
makes  a  brief  reference  to 
Canadian  involvement  in 
the  withholding  of  inform¬ 
ation.  His  knowledge  on 
this  matter  appears  to  be 
rather  limited.  I  suggest 
that  he  contact  Mr.  Arthur 
Bray  in  connection  with 
the  large  mass  of  métal 
found  in  the  river  not  far 
from  Ottawa  in  1961,  and 
investigated  by  the  group 
in  Ottawa  under  the  lead¬ 
ership  of  Wilbert  Smith. 
My  own  personal  interest 
in  the  métal  was  well  ill- 
ustrated  in  Topside.  A 
number  of  analyses  hâve 
been  conducted  on  the  mét¬ 
al  and  the  attitude  of 
Canadian  Government  sour¬ 
ces  is  known.  The  mass  of 
métal  minus  some  portions 
used  in  the  studies  may 
still  be  at  the  same  place 
where  we  last  carried  out 
our  studies  of  it. 

A  landing  30  miles  north 
of  Montreal  in  1964  also 
produced  evidence.  The 
scorched  effect  etc.,  that 
has  been  seen  ail  over  the 
world  w^s  seen  and  stud- 
ied.  Photographs  and  dam-

aged  plant  growth  were 
sent  to  authorities  in 
Canada,  who  did  not  even 
hâve  the  civility  to  ans- 
wer. 

It  has  been  my  expér¬ 
ience  that  whenever  I  hâve 
sent  some  details  of  a  few 
of  my  own  expériences  in 
the  UFO  study,  there  is  no 
response  to  the  inform¬ 
ation  that  I  sent  to  those 
UFO  study  groups.  What  I 
do  receive  is  a  copy  of 
their  journal  and  absol¬ 
ut  ely  no  acknowledgement 
of  the  vital  information 
included  in  my  report.

PSYCH I  ATR  I  ST 1 S  COMMENTS 


Régressive  hypnosis,  as 
conceptualized  by  the  psy- 
chiatrist  consulted  in 
this  case,  is  a  spécial 
State  of  mentation  entered 
into  by  the  percipient 
under  the  guidance  of  the 
hypnotherapist .  It  is 
characterized  by  extreme 
concentration  on  the  part 
of  the  subject  who  is  then 
able  to  examine  his  uncon- 
scious  memories  of  a  past 
event  without  the  inter¬ 
férence  of  current  exter- 
nal  stimuli  which  he  is 
Virtual ly  able  to  elimin- 
ate.  He  is,  of  course, 
still  aware  of  the  therap- 
ist's  voice,  but  of  very 
little  else.  The  channel 
of  communication  is  main- 
tained  by  the  subject' s 
’monitoring  ego'  which  en- 
ables  him  to  hear  the 
therapist  and  to  respond 
to  his  directions,  but  the 
subject  is  still  able  to 
protest  a  directive  if  his 
monitoring  ego  so  dic¬ 
tâtes  . 

For  example,  when  Gerry 
Armstrong  was  told  by  the 
hypnotherapist  that  he 
would  not  remember  what  he 
had  described  during  the 
régression  session,  he 
responded  by  exclaiming 
that  he  would  remember. 
The  monitoring  ego  is  also 


capable  of  guiding  the 
therapist  somewhat  in 
order  to  reveal  inform¬ 
ation  in  the  unconscious 
which  it  feels  may  be 
relevant  to  the  discussion 
even  if  this  information 
has  not  been  direct ly  re- 
quested  by  the  therapist. 
Hence  Armstrong 's  state- 
ments  " There  ’s  more  to 
tell.  Later  moments"  and 
"I  hâve  to  get  back  into 
the  ship  to  tell".  This 
implies  that  the  uncon¬ 
scious  associated  the  ad- 
ditional  information  with 
what  happened  while  Gerry 
was  on  board  the  ship. 

Gerry  was  an  easy  sub¬ 
ject  to  work  with,  and  no 
difficulties  were  encoun- 
tered  during  the  hypnosis 
process.  Nevertheless  he 
was  not  an  idéal  subject 
because  he  is  so  well  read 
in  both  Ufology  and  psych- 
iatry,  including  hypnotic 
techniques.  This  is  not  an 
obstacle  to  discovering 
what  happened  during  the 
seven  hour  period,  but  it 
does  necessitate  caution 
in  interpreting  the  find- 
ings. 

Possible  interprétations 
fall  into  three  main  cat¬ 
egories,  namely  i)  he  suf- 
fered  from  delirium, 
ii)  Gerry  was  in  a  State 
of  continuing  hallucinosis 
and  iii)  he  was  actual  ly 
physically  removed  from 


our  frame  of  reality  dur¬ 
ing  the  seven  hour  period. 

The  first  two  categories 
were  classed  as  highly  un- 
likely  by  the  psychiat- 
rist.  Delirium  could  be 
caused  by  sunstroke  or  a 
hit  on  the  head  causing 
unconsciousness  for  a  per¬ 
iod  of  time,  and  in  an  at¬ 
tempt  to  explain  the  miss- 
ing  time  a  subject  might 
create  a  scénario  such  as 
that  revealed  during 
Gerry' s  hypnosis.  But  due 
to  the  length  of  time  in- 
volved  and  to  other  sub¬ 
séquent  circumstances  in 
the  case  which  could  not 
hâve  been  caused  by  delir¬ 
ium,  it  was  eliminated  by 
the  psychiatrist  as  an  ex- 
planation  for  the  missing 
seven  hours. 

Continuing  hallucinosis 
is  a  very  rare  occurrence 
more  common  to  persons 
with  epilepsy,  from  which 
Armstrong  does  not  suffer. 
The  hallucinated  events 
would  be  reality  to  the 
percipient  and  it  would  be 
impossible  for  any  hypnot¬ 
ic  technique  to  reveal 
them  as  fantasy.  Again, 
this  was  eliminated  as  a 
possible  cause  for  Arm¬ 
strong  's  expériences. 

The  third  category  was 
thought  to  be  the  correct 
interprétation.  In  other 
words  Gerry  was  almost  as- 
suredly  physically  removed 
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from  our  frame  of  reality 
for  about  a  seven  hour 
period.  The  mechanism  by 
which  this  was  achieved 
was  one  of  the  following. 
Either  Gerry  projected 
himself  into  another  real¬ 
ity  (not  to  be  confused 
with  an  out-of-body  expér¬ 
ience  -  OBE  -  or  with  so- 
called  *psychic  viewing*), 
or  he  was  the  fvictimf  of 
a  UFO  abduction.  Classify- 
ing  this  as  an  example  of 
being  removed  from  our 
frame  of  reality  is  a 
somewhat  questionable  cat- 
egorization,  but  the  read¬ 
er  will  probably  agréé 
that  this  is  not  the  usual 
type  of  occurrence  one 
would  associate  with  our 
concept  of  everyday  real 
events.  The  psychiatrist 
was  unable  to  acertain 
which  of  these  two  mechan- 
isms  was  the  case,  but 
stressed  that  this  was  not 
an  overly  important  point. 
What  was  relevant  was  the 
fact  that  Gerry  did  hâve 
contact  with  intelligent 
non-human  beings. 

Even  though  he  was  not 
able  to  détermine  which 
mechanism  was  involved  the 
psychiatrist  nevertheless 
expressed  the  opinion  that 
it  was  probably  the  form¬ 
er,  namely,  Gerry  project¬ 
ed  himself  to  another  re¬ 
ality.  This  opinion  was 
based  on  other  cases  with 
similar  overtones  with 
which  he  had  been  involved 
and  also  on  the  fact  that 
he  feels  Gerry  had  shown 
this  ability  in  other  ways 
in  other  instances  which 
he  did  not  repress  from 
his  memory.  A  case  in 
point  would  be  his  strange 
trip  to  Niagara  Falls  (see 
The  Missing  Seven  Hours3 
PaperJacks,  1978,  ch.  11). 
Whereas  it  would  be  ex- 
pected  that  a  twelve  year 
old  in  his  psychological 
State  and  environment 
would  repress  the  whole 


expérience  in  view  of  its 
bizzare  nature,  he  would 
be  more  likely  to  remember 
many  of  the  details  of  the 
Niagara  Falls  incident 
since  it  happened  in  1973, 
twenty  years  later,  when 
he  was  in  a  much  better 
position  both  mental ly  and 
psychological ly  to  accept 
and  résolve  such  an  occur¬ 
rence  . 

Other  cases  in  which  the 
psychiatrist  had  been  in¬ 
volved  include  that  of  a 
woman  who  is  apparent ly 
able  to  project  herself  to 
other  planets  and  paint 
landscapes  of  the  scenery 
she  observes.  His  opinion 
in  this  case  has  been  con- 
curred  with  by  psychiat- 
rists  in  Germany,  South 
America  and  New  Zealand 
who  hâve  also  examined  th,e 
woman.  There  is  no  proof, 
of  course,  but  the  quality 
of  the  expériences  she 
describes  are  similar  to 
Gerry *  s . 

Psychokinetic  abilities 
hâve  been  displayed  in 
still  other  cases  he  has 
handled.  A  woman  in  his 
office  unconsciously 

caused  an  ashtray  to  lift 
from  a  table,  cross  the 
room,  and  turn  upside  down 
over  his  lap.  She  was  just 
as  amazed  as  he,  but  ad- 
mitted  when  questioned 
that  she  objected  to  his 
smoking  in  her  presence. 
In  another  instance  it  was 
revealed  that  a  woman 
Consulting  him  had  uncon¬ 
sciously  caused  a  coat 
rack  to  fall  on  him  during 
a  moment  in  which  she  felt 
anger  toward  him.  This 
woman  even  tuai  ly  leamed 
to  control  her  psychokin¬ 
etic  ability.  Even  though 
most  of  Gerry* s  apparent 
psychokinetic  abilities 
seem  involuntary,  the  psy¬ 
chiatrist  feels  that  he 
too  may  even  tuai  ly  leam 
to  control  them,  and  thus 
feasibly  *  go  anywhere*. 


Al though  in  The  Missing 
Seven  Hours  it  was  specul- 
ated  that  there  may  be 
some  connection  between 
the  various  expériences  of 
the  Armstrong  family,  the 
doctor  felt  that  this  was 
not  necessarily  the  case, 
and  suggested  that  Gerry*  s 
perceptive  abilities  may 
be  further  developed  than 
most,  or  that  he  may  even 
hâve  an  ability  to  actual- 
ly  bring  these  events 
about.  He  is  a  Creative 
person,  un af raid  of  appar¬ 
ent  irrationalities ,  and 
would  not  mentally  *  re¬ 
make*  his  expériences  to 
conform  with  expected  re¬ 
ality  as  someone  less  in- 
clined  might  do.  There  is 
a  distinct  possibility 
that  he  is  now  more  at- 
tuned  to  other  realities, 
and  as  such  has  developed 
more  psychokinetic  abilit¬ 
ies  . 

As  far  as  the  meaning  of 
the  seven  hour  encounter 
is  concemed  the  psychiat¬ 
rist  feels  there  was  no 
purpose  other  than  just  to 
make  contact.  In  brief, 
under  hypnosis  Armstrong 
remembered  two  alien  ap- 
pearing  beings  who  accomp- 
anied  him  to  a  *spaceship* 
described  as  a  bail  of 
light,  and  who  then  took 
him  on  board.  He  was  shown 
things  by  different  beings 
who  did  most  of  the  talk- 
ing,  and  he  was  apparently 
told  nothing  he  did  not 
already  know  or  would  not 
eventually  know  at  some 
future  point  in  time.  (One 
wonders  just  how  much  of 
what  he  was  told  influen- 
ced  what  was  to  be  his  way 
of  thinking  in  later 
ye  ars .  ) 

It  is  certain  that  in 
the  twenty-five  years  bet¬ 
ween  the  event  and  the  ré¬ 
gression  some  details  hâve 
been  lost  while  others  may 
hâve  been  revised  or  re- 
organized  by  his  uncon- 
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scious.  Had  this  event 
happened  to  him  more  re¬ 
cent  ly,  some  of  the  de¬ 
tails  may  hâve  been  remem¬ 
bered  and  described  quite 
differently .  Nevertheless , 
the  psychiatrist  feels  the 
essence  of  his  expérience 
is  still  there  -  Gerry  did 
hâve  contact  with  non- 
human  beings,  this  contact 
initial ly  frightening  him. 
It  seemed  to  him  that  he 
was  picked  up  and  carried 
to  the  *ship*  by  two  of 
these  beings,  but  this  may 
be  a  re- construction  since 
if  he  did  involuntari ly 
project  himself  to  another 
reality  he  would  not  hâve 
been  able  to  explain  it  at 
twelve  years  of  âge,  and 
this  may  hâve  been  his  way 
of  resolving  the  expér¬ 
ience  . 

It  would  be  impossible 
on  the  basis  of  hypnosis 
alone  to  distinguish 
whether  the  subject  was 
reporting  what  he  actually 
experienced  during  the 
seven  hour  period  or  was 
using  convenient  symbolism 
to  convey  the  impressions 
to  which  he  was  subject. 
It  is  possible  that  the 
expérience  was  so  bizzare 
that  it  was  impossible  for 
Armstrong  to  describe  it 
using  terminology  from  our 
concept  of  reality.  What 
Gerry  saw  as  a  ship,  or 
what  he  saw  as  a  room  in- 
side  the  ship  may  not  hâve 
been  a  ship  or  a  room  at 
ail,  but  these  terms  were 
the  closest  he  could  use 
to  convey  what  he  had 
seen.  The  same  comment 
goes  for  the  ladder.  If 
Gerry  and  the  beings  on 
either  side  of  him  *float- 
ed*  to  the  *ship*,  why 
would  there  hâve  been  any 
need  for  a  ladder  to 
*climb  aboard*?  * Ladder* 
may  hâve  been  the  only 
word  he  could  think  of  to 
convey  his  meaning.  This 
is  further  illustrated  by 


his  response  to  the  psych¬ 
iatrist  when  asked  about 
the  ladder  while  he  was 
under  hypnosis.  He  rep- 
lied,  " I  dunno.  Itrs  just 
in  front  of  me...  this 
thing.  I  dunno...  round 
thing.  .  .  I  dunno  what  it 
is".  Students  of  the  Bible 
will  recal  1  Jacob* s  ladder 
which  is  interpreted  sym- 
bolically  by  most,  whereas 
Jacob  certainly  seemed  to 
describe  it  as  a  ladder  in 
his  dream.  Was  he  really 
dreaming,  or  was  he  told 
by  others  that  he  must 
hâve  dreamt  it? 

It  was  to  see  if  symbol¬ 
ism  was  involved  that  the 
psychiatrist  suggested  to 
Gerry  that  "the  hidden 
meaning  of  the  room"  would 
be  revealed,  that  the 
being  in  red  was  a  symbol 
and  would  "change  into 
something" ,  that  the  ship 
was  a  symbol  and  was  going 
to  change  into  what  it 
really  was,  in  each  case 
at  the  count  of  three. 
This  process  was  not  very 
fruitful  since  the  room 
revealed  "every  thing  -  ail 
things  -  ail  is  one . -  they 
do  know  ail  things ",  the 
being  in  red  was  revealed 
to  be  a  "teacher. . .  his 
form  is  the  same.  He  only 
says  to  teach" ,  while  the 
ship  stayed  the  same,  "it 
has  not  changed".  It  would 
seem  that  if  Gerry  was 
describing  his  expérience 
using  symbolism  he  cert¬ 
ainly  had  an  expérience  of 
an  extremely  metaphysical 
nature.  The  other  altern¬ 
ative  is  that  he  described 
the  event  as  it  actually 
happened . 

Even  though  the  psych¬ 
iatrist  gave  him  amnesia 
at  the  end  of  the  hypnosis 
session  to  prevent  the 
sudden  trauma  of  remember- 
ing  everything  at  once  up- 
on  awakening,  he  feels 
that  over  a  period  of  time 
Gerry  will  remember  the 


details  of  the  incident  if 
his  unconscious  wants  to 
remember.  So  far,  this  has 
not  been  the  case. 


CASE  COMPAR I  SONS 


In  view  of  the  large 
number  of  purported  UFO 
abductions  during  the  last 
few  years  and  the  apparent 
wide  vari'ety  of  character- 
istics  displayed  in  these 
encounters,  it  may  be 
merely  an  academie  exer¬ 
cise  to  note  any  similar- 
ities  among  such  incidents 
when  they  appear  to  be 
outnumbered  by  dissimilar- 
ities.  Nevertheless,  in 
the  interest  of  trying  to 
as  certain  any  common 
thread,  no  matter  how 
tenuous,  it  is  of  value  to 
compare  some  aspects  of 
Armstrong*  s  expérience 
with  those  of  a  few  other 
well  known  cases.  Some  of 
these  factors  could  be 
highly  significant  if  the 
percipients  are  in  fact 
describing  their  encount¬ 
ers  as  they  really  happen¬ 
ed,  rather  than  resort ing 
to  symbolism. 

Patrolman  Herb  Schirmer 
experienced  a  UFO  encount¬ 
er  which  took  place  on 
December  3rd,  1967  outside 
Ashland,  Nebraska.  If  we 
compare  the  transcripts  of 
his  eventual  hypnotic  rég¬ 
ression  as  recorded  in  The 
Book  of  Encounters  ,  by 
Warren  Smith  (Zébra  books, 
Kensington  Publishing  Co . , 
New  York,  N. Y. ,  1976)  we 
find  several  similarities 
to  the  characteristics 
revealed  in  the  Armstrong 
transcripts . 

Both  craft  had  a  cold 
ladder  leading  to  the  ent¬ 
ran  ce  hatch.  In  both  cases 
the  ship  appeared  initial - 
ly  as  a  very  intense 
light.  In  both  cases  a 
similar  form  of  motive 
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power  may  hâve  been  imp- 
lied,  although  the  refer- 
ence  made  by  Armstrong, 
("energy  transition" ) ,  is 
vague,  and  may  not  relate 
to  power  at  ail.  There 
were  several  similarities 
in  the  appearance  of  the 
occupants.  They  were  tiny, 
about  four  and  a  half  feet 
tall  with  whitish-gray 
skins,  small  mouths  and 
funny  eyes.  Communication 
was  not  verbal  but  seemed 
to  be  on  a  mental  level, 
and  both  men  experienced 
pain  when  receiving  com¬ 
munication.  In  both  cases 
the  percipients  were  so 
astonished  at  what  they 
were  experiencing  that 
they  were  only  convinced 
they  were  not  dreaming 
when  they  were  touched  by 
the  entities.  In  both  in¬ 
stances  it  was  implied  by 
the  entities  that  some- 
thing  is  wrong  on  Earth  at 
présent,  and  final ly  when 
they  departed,  the  aliens 
in  both  cases  indicated 
they  would  retum,  and 
used  a  word  apparently  not 
understandable  to  the  per¬ 
cipients  . 

Another  interesting  as¬ 
pect  is  the  rôle  played  by 
the  winged  serpent  in  each 
case.  Under  hypnosis 
Schirmer  drew  a  picture  of 
the  alien  beings  and  their 
uniforms  and  noted  they 
wore  a  winged  serpent  emb- 
lem  on  their  right  chest. 
In  The  Missing  Seven  Hours 
it  is  related  that  a  sil¬ 
houette  drawing  of  a 
winged  serpent  mysterious- 
ly  appeared  and  later  dis- 
appeared  from  the  Arm¬ 
strong  girls'  blackboard 
shortly  after  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Armstrong  tried  (and  ap¬ 
parently  partly  succeeded) 
to  make  contact  with  a  UFO 
passing  overhead. 

In  the  Armstrong  rég¬ 
ression  tapes  it  was  re- 
vealed  that  at  about  the 
time  Gerry  climbed  the 


ladder  to  the  ship  the  be¬ 
ings  did  something  to  the 
back  of  his  neck,  for  he 
felt  severe  pressure  on  it 
for  a  short  while.  Imméd¬ 
iate  ly  afterward,  however, 
he  felt  relaxed.  When  he 
was  found  by  his  cl  as s - 
mates  and  teachers  he  no- 
ticed  a  buming  sensation 
at  the  back  of  his  neck, 
and  it  was  confirmed  by 
the  camp  doctor  that  it 
was  red  and  sore.  Schirmer 
had  the  same  problem.  He 
had  a  red  welt  running 
down  the  nerve  cord  of  his 
neck,  right  below  his  left 
ear.  The  welt  was  about 
two  inches  long  and  a  half 
an  inch  wide .  When  Schir¬ 
mer  was  presenting  his 
case  to  the  Condon  Commit- 
tee  one  of  the  committee 
members  told  him  that  a 
welt  at  that  spot  was  tne 
sign  that  a  person  had  had 
a  memory  loss  after  en- 
countering  a  UFO.  Some¬ 
thing  more  than  a  regular 
sighting  had  occurred.  Ac- 
cording  to  Schirmer  the 
members  of  the  committee 
became  really  excited  when 
he  mentioned  the  red  welt 
and  also  when  he  mentioned 
having  a  tingling  feeling 
ail  over  his  body  when  he 
drove  back  to  the  police 
station  after  the  encount- 
er.  Recal 1  Gerry  Armstrong 
also  felt  numb  on  the  way 
back  to  camp  after  he  was 
found. 

There  hâve  been  several 
instances  where  the  ap¬ 
pearance  of  a  red  welt  on 
the  back  of  the  neck  seems 
to  be  related  to  an 
alleged  UFO  abduction. 
Another  example  was  the 
case  involving  attorney 
Raymond  Shearer  (a  pseud- 
onym)  whose  encounter  oc¬ 
curred  in  April,  1970  just 
outside  Madison,  Wiscon¬ 
sin.  The  incident  followed 
the  familiar  pattern  dis- 
played  in  Schirmer' s  and 
Betty  and  Barney  Hill's 


encounter,  namely  the  sub- 
ject  was  driving  a  car 
late  at  night  and  was 
brought  to  a  hait  by  a 
landed  UFO,  and  then  app- 
roached  by  the  occupants. 
Following  his  encounter, 
which  also  involved  time 
loss,  Shearer  discovered  a 
small,  tender  welt  on  the 
back  of  his  neck.  By  noon 
of  the  same  day  the  welt 
had  blistered  up,  becoming 
extremely  sore  and  pain- 
ful .  A  doctor 's  examinat¬ 
ion  that  afternoon  reveal- 
ed  scores  of  tiny  perfor¬ 
ations  of  the  skin  within 
the  welt.  The  doctor  put 
some  salve  on  it  and  it 
graduai ly  went  away. 

Later,  during  régressive 
hypnosis  sessions,  it  was 
revealed  that  seconds 
after  he  stepped  out  of 
his  car  he  felt  a  slight 
tingling  sensation  over 
his  body.  One  of  the  be¬ 
ings  then  pressed  a  métal - 
lie  device  against  his 
neck  and  he  was  told  that 
it  wouldn't  hurt  but  would 
help  him  be  able  to  talk 
to  them.  He  felt  funny  for 
a  minute,  and  then  his 
fear  seemed  to  le ave  him. 
Later  he  speculated  it  may 
hâve  been  some  type  of 
tranquilizer  that  removed 
the  fear  from  a  human  dur¬ 
ing  an  encounter.  Recall 
that  Armstrong  also  felt 
relaxed  after  the  pressure 
on  his  neck . 

Furthermore,  as  with 
Armstrong  and  Schirmer, 
when  Shearer  was  climbing 
aboard  the  craft  he  found 
the  ladder  and  the  inside 
of  the  ship  to  be  very 
cold. 

Another  similarity  is 
that  in  each  of  the  three 
cases  the  percipient  even- 
tually  found  himself  stan¬ 
ding  in  front  of  a  screen- 
like  device.  Armstrong  ap¬ 
parently  viewed  his  life 
on  the  screen,  Schirmer 
saw  scenes  outside  the 
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craft,  while  Shearer  was 
told  they  were  taking  his 
picture,  body  température, 
brain  waves,  weight, 
height,  etc.,  through  the 
use  of  the  screen.  He  was 
also  told  they  use  the 
screen  to  see  outside  the 
craft.  When  Armstrong  was 
taken  for  a  ride  (or  so  it 
seemed)  the  screen  was  ap¬ 
parently  used  to  show  him 
the  planet  he  was  from 
(presumed  to  be  Earth) , 
and  later,  the  screen 
seemed  to  be  used  as  a 
teaching  device. 

At  the  beginning  of  his 
encounter,  Gerry  was 
momentarily  paralyzed. 
("Can't  move...  oan't  move 
my  legs").  Schirmer  like- 
wise  suffered  temporary 
paralysis  as  he  approached 
the  UFO.  He  feels  he  was 
struck  by  a  ray-gun  beam, 
although  it  is  possible  he 
walked  into  the  force 
field  which  he  was  told 
the  aliens  use  to  protect 
the  craft  in  the  vicinity 
of  Earth.  This  feeling  of 
paralysis  is  also  common 
to  many  UFO  incidents  when 
a  close  approach  to  the 
craft  or  occupants  occurs. 

During  Schirmer's  init¬ 
ial  régression  session 
with  Dr.  Léo  Sprinkle  at 
the  University  of  Colorado 
on  February  13,  1968  there 
was  apparent  mental  con¬ 
tact  between  Schirmer  and 
the  being  with  whom  he 
commun icated  during  his 
UFO  encounter.  This  con¬ 
tact  seemed  to  prevent  him 
from  revealing  everything 
he  was  told  during  his  ex¬ 
périence.  Similarly,  near 
the  end  of  the  first  Arm¬ 
strong  régression  session 
on  July  19,  1978  it  was 

apparent  that  Gerry  was 
also  in  communication  with 
his  beings: 

Q:  What  do  y  ou  see? 

R:  Everything. 

Q  :  Tell  me. 

R:  Ail  things .  They  say 


ail  things...  ail  is 
one.  Ail  things.  Tes , 
they  do  know...  ail 
things.  I  understand, 
and  I  will. 

Q:  Who  are  y  ou  talking  to? 
R:  They  are  here  again . 

Both  Schirmer  and  Arm¬ 
strong  were  left  with  the 
impression  that  further 
information  and  under- 
standing  would  be  forth- 
coming  at  a  later  date, 
"the  proper  time  and  prop- 
er  place"  according  to 
Schirmer,  and  "when  the 
moment  is  right"  according 
to  Armstrong.  Also  Arm¬ 
strong  added  "But  he's 
saying3  'later  moments 
y  ou  'Il  be  able  to  ex- 
plain.  Schirmer  felt  it 
would  be  wrong  to  say  any- 
thing  else  until  the  prop¬ 
er  time  and  proper  place, 
and  even  though  Armstrong 
was  told  he  would  not  for- 
get,  he  was  also  told  not 
to  tell  ("Mustn't  tell.” 
"They  said  not  to  tell"). 

Final ly,  when  Shearer 
was  escorted  from  the  ship 
his  body  tingled  as  if 
from  electricity.  The  be¬ 
ing  accompanying  him  also 
squeezed  his  shoulder  and 
said  they  would  meet 
again . 

THE  ANDREASSON  AFFAI  R 


Another  very  interesting 
case  has  recently  corne  to 
light  which  shows  a  start- 
ling  resemblance  in  many 
ways  to  the  incidents  al- 
ready  described.  The  ex¬ 
périences  of  Betty  And- 
reasson,  as  documented  by 
Raymond  E.  Fowler  in  The 
André  as  s  on  Affair 3  Pren- 
tice  Hall,  Inc.,  Englewood 
Cliffs,  New  Jersey,  07632 
(Copyright  1979,  Raymond 
E.  Fowler  and  Betty  And- 
reasson)  add  to  the 
growing  stockpile  of  évi¬ 
dence  for  the  case  of  ap¬ 


parent  UFO  abductions.  The 
book,  which  is  reviewed 
elsewhere  in  this  issue, 
goes  into  great  detail  re- 
lating  the  events  exper¬ 
ienced  by  Andreasson  as 
revealed  by  régressive 
hypnosis . 

Touching  briefly  on  some 
of  the  similarities  we 
note  that  Betty  Andreasson 
found  herse lf  in  a  dome- 
shaped  room,  brilliantly 
lit,  the  illumination  not 
coming  from  a  source  such 
as  a  light  bulb  but  rather 
"from  ail  over  the  place" 
(p49) .  Recall  that  Arm¬ 
strong  was  also  puzzled 
over  a  seeming  lack  of  a 
light  source.  The  beings 
Andreasson  encountered 
"were  ail  the  same  kind3 
but  one  was  taller  than 
the  others."  (p51)  They 
had  gray,  clay-like  skin, 
fixed,  scar-like  mouths, 
and  cat-like  eyes  which 
Betty  described  as  "so 
funny. "  (p32)  Again,  this 
is  similar  to  the  descrip¬ 
tion  given  by  Armstrong 
including  the  fact  that 
one  of  the  beings  was 
taller  than  the  rest.  Even 
though  she  found  them 
s cary  to  look  at  she  was 
not  afraid  because  she 
sensed  kindness  in  them. 
"They  are  very  kind  and 
they  don't  mean  any  harm3 
but  they  are  s  cary  to  look 
at.  "  (p30)  "l 'm  not  afraid 
of  him  because  there  's  a 
feeling  that  he  ’s  not  go- 
ing  to  hurt  me. "(p32)  When 
she  did  feel  pain  during 
her  physical  examination 
they  "touched  the  top  of 
my  head  and  took  it  away3  " 
(p51)  the  same  effect  that 
Armstrong  reported. 

Other  similarities  in- 
clude  the  fact  that  Betty 
Andreasson  heard  the  be¬ 
ings'  communication  in  her 
mind,  as  did  Schirmer  and 
Armstrong  (and  many  oth¬ 
ers),  and  that  there  were 
many  dômes  at  the  place  to

CONVERSATION  WITH 
ARTHUR  BR AV 


Arthur  Bray,  a  retired  Navy  pilot,  has  been  researching 
the  UFO  phenomenon  since  the  early  1950s.  In  1967  he 
wrote  and  published  his  first  book  Science,  The  public 
And  The  UFO  -  A  Philosophical  Study,  and  has  just  comp- 
leted  his  second  book  The  UFO  Connection,  which  is 
awaiting  publication.  He  résides  in  Ottawa  and  teaches 
an  evening  course  on  Ufology  at  Algonquin  College. 


JUFO:  Axthux,  could  yoa 
tell  us  exactly  hou)  yoa 
became  involved  in  the. 
whole  UFO  pictaxe? 

ARHTUR:  Yes,  my  interest 
started  back  in  1947  or 
1948  when  UFOs  first  came 
to  public  attention.  I  was 
a  navy  pilot  at  the  time 
and  I  became  interested 
just  out  of  curiosity  be- 
cause  I  was  flying  around 
the  sky.  These  things  were 
apparently  flying  around 
the  sky  also  and  I  was 
curious  as  to  what  else 
was  up  there  that  I  didn't 
know  about.  Now  that  was 
how  I  got  started,  and  I 
was  very  skeptical  that 
they  might  be  from  outer 
space  and  this  sort  of 
thing.  I  was  quite  skep¬ 
tical  original ly  but  as 
time  went  on  and  I  studied 
the  subject  more,  my  in¬ 
terest  increased.  I  became 
more  involved,  and  one 
thing  led  to  another,  and 
it  eventually  grew  into  an 
avocation  really,  and  I've 
been  at  it  ever  since. 

JUFO:  While  yoa  wexe  faty- 
ing  axoand  up  thexe  did 
yoa  evex  see  any thing  that 
yoa  couldn' t  explain  which 
convinced  yoa  that  thexe 


was  60 me. thing  to  the  phen¬ 
omenon  that  had  been  xe- 
poxted? 

y 

ARTHUR:  No,  not  while  I 
was  flying.  I  hâve  seen 
s orne  UFOs  or  what  I  con- 
sider  to  be  UFOs,  but  not 
while  I  was  flying. 
They've  ail  been  sighted 
from  the  ground. 

J UFO:  Could  yoa  elaboxate 
on  exactly  what  yoa  6 aie  in 
6ome  oh  the  moxe  signihic- 
ant  instances? 

ARTHUR:  Yes,  one  partic- 
ularly  interesting  case 
was  in  Halifax,  and  it  was 
witnessed  by  ail  of  my 
family.  We  were  having 
dinner  one  night,  it  was 
summertime,  broad  day- 
light,  about  six  o'clock, 
and  we  noticed  out  of  the 
window  that  there  was  this 
bril liant,  very  large 
white  object  suspended 
over  the  hills  of  Halifax. 
I  should  explain  that  we 
were  living  in  Dartmouth, 
across  the  harbour,  and  we 
were  on  the  highest  point 
of  land  in  the  area.  So  we 
had  an  excellent  view 
across  Halifax  Harbour  and 
the  whole  city  of  Halifax. 
And  here  was  this  thing 


that  looked  just  like  a 
Street  light,  a  brilliant 
white  light,  hanging  in 
the  sky  motionless.  So  we 
rushed  outside  to  get  a 
better  look  at  it.  We 
stood  there  for  about  a 
minute ,  and  then  I  rushed 
back  in  to  get  my  movie 
caméra,  and  just  as  I  came 
out  to  take  a  picture,  it 
shot  off  out  over  the 
océan,  travelled  at  thou- 
sands  of  miles  an  hour. 
I'm  convinced  of  that  be- 
cause  it  disappeared  in 
about  a  second  and  a  half, 
it  went  that  fast,  right 
out  over  the  sea  and  dis¬ 
appeared.  That  was  a 
parti  cul arly  interesting 
case . _ 

And  there  was  another 
daylight  sighting  that  I 
had  myself.  A  disc-shaped 
silver  object  was  flying 
straight  across  the  sky 
but  weaving  as  it  went .  I 
watched  it  move  about,  I 
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guess,  120  degrees  of  arc 
across  the  sky.  I  just 
happened  to  be  out  in  my 
yard  sunbathing  at  the 
time  and  I  was  lying  out 
there  looking  up  at  the 
sky,  and  this  thing  came 
right  across.  It  was  def- 
initely  disc-shaped,  not 
very  high;  I  couldn' t  tell 
you  the  height,  but  it  was 
very  clear.  There  hâve 
been  two  or  three  more 
sightings.  We  had  a  very 
interesting  sighting  right 
out  here  one  night,  here 
on  our  front  lawn  during 
the  late  1960 's.  My  first 
impression  was  that  it  was 
a  satellite  because  it 
looked  like  one,  and  it 
was  moving  in  a  straight 
line,  as  satellites  do  of 
course.  But  then  it  sud- 
denly  made  a  ninety  degree 
change  in  direction.  It 
was  coming  from  the  north, 
made  a  right  angle  tum  to 
the  west  and  made  another 
ninety  degree  change  of 
direction  back  to  the 
north.  Then  it  reversed 
itself.  It  didn't  tum, 
just  reversed  itself,  and 
continued  on  in  a  souther- 
ly  direction,  and  then  the 
light  blinked  off.  There 
were  no  clouds  in  the  sky 
so  it  didn't  go  behind  the 
clouds.  The  sky  was  clear. 
You  could  see  the  moon  and 
stars,  everything.  And 
then  about  twenty  degrees 
south  of  where  it  dis¬ 
appeared  it  blinked  on 
again  and  continued  on  in 
a  southerly  direction  un- 
til  it  faded  from  sight. 

Another  sighting  I  had 
was  out  the  side  door  one 
night.  It  was  a  very 
large,  pulsating  red  blob 
of  light,  very  low.  It 
just  appeared  behind  the 
rooftop  of  the  house 
across  the  Street,  veered 
behind  another  roof,  dis¬ 
appeared  moment arily,  re- 
appeared,  then  disappeared 
behind  the  trees  up  on  the 


hill.  It  was  absolutely 
soundless,  and  travelling 
very  fast,  about  the  speed 
of  a  jet.  I  would  estimate 
it  couldn 't  hâve  been  any 
more  than  200  feet  high 
because  of  the  way  it  came 
behind  the  rooftops  and 
the  trees.  Very  interest¬ 
ing.  Very  puzzling. 

J UFO:  In  the  lattex  in¬ 
cident  did  yoa  evex  txy  t » 
get  any  incarnation  ox 
evidence  Com  the  aixpoxt 
a6  to  whethex  they  picked 
it  ao  on  xadax? 

ARTHUR:  No,  I  did  not. 

JUFO:  Okay,  thxoughout 

yoax  navy  caxeex,  I  imag¬ 
ine  it  wa6  fiaixly  weli 
known  among  the  people 
that  yoa  wexe  woxking  with 
that  yoa  wexe  intexe6ted 
in  UF06.  What  60Xt  oh  at¬ 
titudes  did  yoa  xun  into, 
hixst  o  h  ail  among  yoax 
h ellow  o<^ceAô,  and  sec- 
ondly  among  youx  6enioxs> 
ox  yoax  commanding  ohhic- 
ex6? 

ARTHUR:  Well  certainly  for 
many  years  I  was  subject 
to  a  considérable  amount 
of  ridicule,  but  as  time 
went  on  this  lessened,  and 
other  people  became  more 
and  more  interested  as 
more  people  began  to  real- 
ize  that  there  really  was 
something  to  the  whole  UFO 
business.  Certainly  I 
found  that  the  number  of 
skeptics  and  scoffers  de- 
creased  tremendously  as 
the  years  went  by.  But  the 
first  few  years  I  was  in¬ 
terested,  everywhere  I 
turned  I  met  with  ridic¬ 
ule.  No  matter  who  I 
talked  to.  So  I  got  well 
used  to  being  laughed  at. 
As  for  my  commanding  of- 
ficers,  I  would  say  there 
weren't  really  any  prob- 
lems  posed  there;  in  fact, 
I  got  co-operation  from 


the  military  when  I  pub¬ 
lished  my  first  book. 

J UFO:  Really?  Jn  what  way 
did  they  co-opexate? 

ARTHUR:  Well,  for  one 

thing  I  was  given  assist¬ 
ance  in  wording  some  of 
the  things  I  said  about 
the  United  States  Air 
Force.  If  I  could  show 
that  what,  I  wrote  had  been 
previously  stated  by  some- 
onw  else  I  was  encouraged 
to  quote  the  source.  I  was 
definitely  given  encour¬ 
agement  in  this  respect. 

J UFO:  Wexe  yoa  given  ac- 

ces6  to  any  actual  docn- 
mented  xadax  evidence,  hofl 
instance,  a  xecoxd  oh  any 
UFO  incidents  in  which  the 
Canadian  Axmed  Foxces  had 
been  involved? 

ARTHUR:  No,  and  as  a  mat¬ 
ter  of  fact  I  was  very 
careful  not  to  obtain  any 
military  information  be¬ 
cause  had  I  done  so,  I 
would  not  hâve  been  allow- 
ed  to  publish  my  book, 
since  I  had  to  get  clear¬ 
ance  from  the  military  be¬ 
cause  I  was  serving  in  the 
navy  at  the  time.  I  had  to 
include  a  dis  cl  aimer  in 
the  book  stating  that  no 
information  had  been  ob- 
tained  from  Department  of 
National  Defence  sources. 
So  I  had  to  be  very  care¬ 
ful. 

JUFO:  When  yoa  le  fit  the 

Axmed  Foxces  wexe  yoa  xe- 
quixed  to  sign  ox  sweax  to 
any  soxt  oh  document  that 
yoa  would  not  xeveal 
soaxces  oh  in  ho  xrntion 
that  yoa  had  accessed 
while  yoa  wexe  in  the  Axm¬ 
ed  Roxces,  xegaxding  UFOs? 

ARTHUR:  Well,  the  answer 

is  'no'  to  that  one. 

JUFO:  Okay,  bat  as  Vx. 

1 1 
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Hynzk  hai  iaid  thz  amwzn 
would  bz  'no'  aven  il  it 
WZAZ  '  yzi  ’ . 

ARTHUR:  Yes.  But  with  res¬ 
pect  to  obtaining  data 
from  the  military  for  my 
book,  I  made  a  spécial 
point  to  not  seek  infor¬ 
mation  from  the  Department 
of  National  Defence  be- 
cause  I  knew  that  my  whole 
activity  in  this  area 
would  be  in  jeopardy  if  I 
did.  I,  of  course,  was 
subject  to  military  secur- 
ity  while  in  the  Forces 
and  so  I  had  to  make  this 
effort;  otherwise  I  would 
not  hâve  been  able  to  pub- 
lish  my  book. 

JUFO:  V-id  you  hzan  thzn  on 
havz  you  hzand  iinez  ol 
itonizi,  on  whatzv  en  you 
want  to  call  thm,  l \nom 
pzoplz  involv  zd  in  thu 
Anmzd  Fonczi  with  whom  you 
may  havz  been  aaodatzd, 
who  had  zxpzniznczi  zithzn 
in  iighting  UFOi  on  bzing 
involv zd  with  documzntzd 
zvidzncz  Inom  othzn  pzoplz 
who  had  izzn  UFOi  on  nz- 
condzd  thzm? 

ARTHUR:  Oh  yes,  I've  corne 
across  many  military 
people  who  hâve  seen  UFOs, 
and  talked  to  them,  in 
fact.  Even  while  I  was 
still  in  the  service.  But 
talking  and  listening  to 
people  describe  their  ex¬ 
périences  is  quite  differ¬ 
ent  from  having  access  to 
written  documentation,  as 
you  will  appreciate;  and 
certainly  since  I  left  the 
service  I  hâve  talked  to 
many  military  personnel 
who  hâve  had  UFO  ex¬ 
périences  . 

JUFO:  Wz'nz  alwayi  hzaning 
via  nzwipapzm  and  othzn 
UFO  iounezi  that  Canadian 
planzi  anz,  not  continual- 
ly,  but  zvzny  onzz  in  a 
whilz  bzing  icnamblzd  to 


’chaiz'  a  UFO  on  iomdhing 
that  -ci  an  allzgzd  UFO 
which  hou  bzzn  dztzctzd  on 
nadan  ienzzm.  Would  you 
haoz  any  limt-hand  inlon- 
mation  about  any  ol  thziz 
typzi  ol  adivitizi? 

ARTHUR:  No,  I  hâve  no 
first-hand  information  on 
this.  The  only  information 
I  hâve  is  what  I  hâve  read 
in  the  literature,  whether 
it  be  newspaper  reports  or 
whether  it  be  the  files  of 
National  Research  Council 
and  the  various  UFO  pub¬ 
lications  and  so  forth. 
But  I  hâve  no  first-hand 
information  on  this. 

JUFO:  In  1950  thz  Canadian 
govznnmznt  wai  inspinzd  to 
zxaminz  thz  UFO  phznomznon 
in  a  loin  amount  ol  dztaM- 
undzn  thz  dinzetion  ol  a 
Vzpantmznt  ol  Tnampont 
znginzzn  namzd  Wilbznt 
Smith.  Vo  you  havz  any 
knowlzdgz  ol  thii  opzn- 
ation,  whzthzn  it  wai  a 
iucczii  on  lailunz? 

ARTHUR:  Well,  ail  I  would 
care  to  say  on  this  sub¬ 
ject  at  the  présent  time 
is  that  I  hâve  done  con¬ 
sidérable  research  into 
the  work  done  by  Wilbert 
Smith  and  this  will  be 
made  available  publicly  in 
a  new  book  which  I  hâve 
written  which  I  hope  to 
hâve  published  sometime 
soon. 

JUFO:  Pnojzd  Magnzt  wai 
thz  oHicial  namz  ol  thii 
pantizulan  itudy;  alio 
thznz  wai  a  -itudy  zallzd 
Pnojzct  Szcond  Stonzy.  Wai 
thznz  a  nzlatiomhip  bzt- 
wzzn  Pnojzct  Hagnzt  and 
Pnojzct  Szcond  Stonzy,  and 
il  io  could  you  zlabonatz 
on  that  nzlatiomhip? 

ARTHUR:  Well,  even  though 
Magnet  and  Second  Storey 
were  two  distinct  projects 


there  was  a  relationship 
between  them  in  that  Wil¬ 
bert  Smith  was  involved  in 
both.  But  Project  Second 
Storey  was  a  committee  of 
military  and  civilian 
people,  scientists,  which 
was  set  up  really  to  dé¬ 
termine  what  action  the 
government  should  take 
with  respect  to  UFO  sight- 
ings  and  the  story  of  that 
will  also  appear  in  my 
book. 

JUFO:  To  y o  un  knowlzdgz 
wai  thznz  any  nzlatiomhip 
bztwzzn  thii  Canadian 
itudy  and  what  thz  Unitzd 
Statzi  wai  doing  at  thz 
iamz  timz ;  in  othzn  wondi 
wai  it  a  co-opznativz  typz 
ol  vzntunz? 

ARTHUR:  Not  really.  I 
found  that  there  was  very 
little  co-operation  bet¬ 
ween  Canada  and  the  United 
States.  There  was  some, 
but  very  little,  at  that 
time. 

JUFO:  Hai  that  changzd,  to 
youn  knowlzdgz,  nzczntly? 

ARTHUR:  No,  the  situation 
hasn't  changed  to  my  know¬ 
ledge.  I  can't  really  be 
sure  of  that,  but  to  my 
knowledge  it  hasn't 
changed. 

JUFO:  Thz  nzaion  I  aikzd 
ii  that  onz  ol  thz  nzponti 
which  hai  nzczntly  bzzn 
nzlzaizd  duz  to  thz  Fnzz- 
dom  ol  Inlonmation  Ad  in 
thz  Unitzd  Statzi  concznm 
a  iighting  ovzn  both  Amzn- 
ican  and  Canadian  ain 
ipaez  whznz  appanzntly  a 
UFO  wai  obiznvzd  nzan  thz 
nonthznn  bondzn  ol  thz 
Statzi  and  it  wai  pickzd 
up  on  Canadian  nadan.  Thii 
wai  anound  thz  Sudbuny 
anza  I  bzlizvz,  and  appan¬ 
zntly  U.  S.  planzi  wznz 
icnamblzd  to  chaiz  it. 
That  ii  why  I  aikzd  il 
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thznz  wai  any  co-opznation 
bztwzzn  thz  two  countnizi. 

ARTHUR:  Yes,  there  is  co¬ 
opération  in  this  respect, 
certainly.  I  was  overlook- 
ing  that  particular  point. 
NORAD  of  course  is  a  joint 
Canadian/U. S.  air  defence 
organization,  so  there  is 
really  for  ail  practical 
purposes,  no  national  bor¬ 
der.  So  that  if  an  unknown 
object  is  tracked  on  rad¬ 
ar,  fighters  will  be 
scrambled  either  in  Canada 
or  the  United  States  or 
both,  on  instructions  from 
NORAD. 

JUFO:  Wz  hzan  many  zx- 
planatiom  Inom  vanioui 
icizntiiti  nzganding 
iightingi,  onz  bzing  thz 
lad  that  nadan  ii  capablz 
ol  picking  up  I  iuppoiz 
what  thz  laypzmon  would 
call  minagzi,  and  that  it 
ii  iomztimzi  pnztty  dil~ 
licuit,  I  undzmtand,  Ion 
an  zxpzniznczd  opznaton  to 
tzll  thz  diHznzncz  bd- 
wzzn  a  minagz  and  a  iolid 
body  on  thz  icopz.  Now  in 
iomz  coi  zi  whznz  nadan 
tnacki  what  appanzntly  ii 
a  iolid  body  going  at  lan- 
taitic  ipzzdi  and  making 
night  anglz  tunm,  thz  ol~ 
licial  nzpont  ii  that  thii 
wai  a  minagz,  on  iomdhing 
that  nzalty  did  not  zxiit 
but  wai  pickzd  up  by  nadan 
anyway,  pznhapi  a  mdzon- 
ological  phznomznon.  Whzn 
you  wznz  in  thz  anmzd  lon- 
czi  did  you  nun  into  thii 
typz  ol  thing,  and  did  you 
adualty  izz  ndunm  on 
nadan  that  tunnzd  out  to 
bz  non-phyiical  objzcti? 

ARTHUR:  No,  I  hâve  no  Per¬ 
sonal  expérience  with 
cases  of  that  nature. 

JUFO:  That'  i  intznziting. 
Wz  g  d  thz  idza  that  it  ii 
a  lainly  common  typz  ol 
thing,  at  Izait  Inom  ol~ 


lidaldom  whzn  thzy  tny  to 
zxplain  thzi z  thing i . 
Okay,  to  changz  thz  iub- 
jzd  a  littlz,  do  you  havz 
any  pzmonal  opiniom  ai 
to  what  ii  bzhind  thz  UFO 
phznomznon? 

ARTHUR:  You're  looking  for 
théories  now,  are  you? 
Well,  I  think  there  are 
several  possible  explanat- 
ions.  A  couple  corne  to 
mind  immediately.  Certain¬ 
ly,  the  extraterrestrial 
hypothesis  is  one  possib- 
ility  which  may  explain 
some  UFOs.  I  also  hâve 
corne  to  the  conclusion 
after  many  years  of  look¬ 
ing  into  this  that  some 
UFOs  may  very  well  origin- 
ate  in  a  parallel  univ- 
erse.  I  think  the  evidence 
is  growing  ail  the  time  to 
support  that  particular 
theory,  and  I  deal  with 
this  aspect  in  my  new 
book.  I  think  that  those 
are  the  two  most  likely 
explanations  in  my  Person¬ 
al  opinion.  I  realize  that 
there  are  many  other  ex¬ 
planations  as  well  put 
forth  by  various  people, 
but  those  happen  to  be  the 
two  that  I  think  are  like¬ 
ly  to  account  for  most 
UFOs. 

JUFO:  What  .ii  it  about  thz 
zxtnatznnzitnial  hypothzi- 
ii  that  Izadi  you  to  bz¬ 
lizvz  that  it  may  not 
nzcznanily  zxplain  UFOi? 

ARTHUR:  Well,  I  don't 
think  it  explains  ail 
UFOs.  I  think  some  UFOs 
can  be  accounted  for  as 
probably  physical  craft 
from  elsewhere,  but  cert¬ 
ainly  there  are  many 
sightings  which  cannot  be 
explained  in  that  way  due 
to  the  various  circumstan- 
ces  surrounding  many  cases 
such  as  disappearance, 
materialization  and  demat- 
erialization.  I  think 


these  are  more  likely  to 
be  explained  by  a  depart- 
ure  into  a  parallel  univ- 
erse.  I  think  this  is  what 
has  happened  in  some 
cases,  and  I  think  the 
evidence  is  very  strong 
for  this.  Certainly  there 
hâve  been  many  cases  go¬ 
ing  back  for  as  long  as  I 
hâve  been  studying  the 
subject,  which  involved 
materialization  and  demat- 
erialization  of  UFOs,  and 
I  think  we  hâve  to  look 
somewhere  other  than  the 
nuts  and  bolts  theory  to 
account  for  this,  and  cer¬ 
tainly  there  are  many  as¬ 
pects  of  parapsychology 
which  would  indicate  that 
there  is  a  parallel  univ- 
erse. 

JUFO:  What  panticulan  ai- 
pzdi  ol  panapiychology 
would  Izad  you  to  bzlizvz 
thii? 

ARTHUR:  Well,  I  deal  with 
this  at  great  length  in  my 
new  book.  I'd  rather  leave 
it  at  that  for  the  moment, 
but  I  would  like  to  say 
simply  that  a  great  deal 
of  work  has  been  done  by 
many  scientists,  in  many 
different  countries,  over 
a  good  many  years,  which 
indicates  to  me  that  there 
is  another  existence  bey- 
ond  our  physical  existence 
with  which  we  are  familiar 
and  which  is  undetectable 
by  orthodox  scientific 
methods . 

JUFO:  It  ioundi  ai  though, 
by  a  panallzl  univzmz  you 
nzally  anz  talking  about 
an  additional  dimzmion  to 
oun  nzality.  Thii  bningi 
up  anothzn  point.  Thznz 
anz  numom,  and  at  thii 
point  thzy  anz  only  nu- 
mofii,  about  an  zxpznimznt 
that  wai  condudzd  in  thz 
Statzi  ihontly  altzn  thz 
Szcond  Wonld  Wan,  which 
wai  tzchnically  known  ai 
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the  Philadelphia  Expeaim- 
ent,  wheae  appaaently  a 
Ahip  -in  the  Philadelphia 
AhipyaadA  woa  telepoated 
to  anothea  location, 
baiehly,  and  thcn  appaa¬ 
ently  aetuaned.  Nom,  tkii> 
wa, 4  AuppoAedly,  fiaom  my 
Aouacu  anyway,  a  technic- 
al  expeaiment  that  thc 
United  Statu  woa  involvcd 
with  and  appaaently  a  book 
ha*  juAt  corne  out  on  tke 
maaket  which  détails  thiA . 
Hâve  you.  keaad  o  h  thiA, 
and  ih  ao,  iA  tkiA  tke 
type  oh  concept  to  u)hich 
you  aae  aeheaaing? 

ARTHUR:  Yes,  I  certainly 

hâve  heard  of  it.  I  am 
quite  familiar  with  the 
story,  whether  it  is  true 
or  not,  I  don't  know.  But 
I  hâve  no  reason  to  doubt 
it,  quite  frankly.  It 
wouldn't  surprise  me  if  it 
were  true.  I  hâve  not  seen 
the  book  yet,  but  I  hâve 
heard  it  was  coming  out 
very  shortly.  This  is  the 
kind  of  thing  which  sup¬ 
ports  the  possible  exist¬ 
ence  of  another  reality, 
another  dimension,  a  par- 
allel  universe  or  whatever 
you  want  to  call  it. 

JUFO:  Okay,  ao  aeally  it 

iAn't  a  paaallel  univease 
peu  Ae,  one  that  exÂAtA  on 
co-exÂAtA  along  with  ua, 
it  -is  aeally  anothea 
dimenAion  to  ouA  concept 
o  &  aeality  with  which  we 
aae  not  fiamiliaA  yet,  and 
haven' t  aeally  examined . 
To  me,  a  paaallel  univeaAe 
implieA  anothea  lih  e  oa 
anothea  whole  Aeaiu  oh 
exiAtenceA  occuaaing 

along Aide  ouaa ,  wheaeaA 
the  Philadelphia  Expeaim- 
ent,  ih  in  fiact  theae  iA 
anything  to  it,  implieA 
that  theae  iA,  let'A 
Aay,  an  added  dimenAion  to 
oua  aeality.  Nom,  be  that 
ai  it  may,  we've  also  Aun 
into,  in  Atudying  the  UFO 


phenomenon,  people  who 
daim  to  hâve  had  contact 
with  othea  intelligenceA . 
The  common  peeling  among 
moAt  ofa  the  public  aegaad- 
ing  theAe  contacti  iA  that 
theAe  othea  intelligent 
entitleA  aAe  belngA  hAom 
othea  planetA.  I  take  it 
then  that  you  aae  juAt  oa 
paone  to  believe  that  we 
aae  poAAibly  dealing  with 
entitleA  hfl0m  thiA  addlt- 
ional  dimenAion  aathea 
than  haom,  let'A  Aay,  a 
hew  hundaed  oa  thouAand 
light  yeaOA  acaoAA  oua  own 
galaxy. 

ARTHUR:  Yes,  I  think  we're 
essentially  saying  the 
same  thing,  except  that  I 
think  perhaps  we  put 
slightly  different  interp¬ 
rétations  on  the  termino^,- 
ogy,  with  respect  to  par- 
allel  universe  and  so 
forth.  Certainly  with 
respect  to  a  parallel  un¬ 
iverse  I  mean  another  un¬ 
iverse  which  co-exists 
with  ours  and  which  inter¬ 
pénétrâtes  ours,  undetect- 
able  by  normal  scientific 
means  and  that  this  may  be 
where  some  UFOs  do  origin- 
te.  That  is  what  I  mean 
by  a  parallel  universe. 
Now  there  could  very  well 
be  a  relationship  between 
the  Philadelphia  Experim- 
ent  and  this,  I  don't  know 
for  sure  because  I  don't 
know  enough  about  the 
Philadelphia  Experiment.  I 
haven ’t  got  enough  facts 
on  the  case.  It  will  be 
interesting  to  see  this 
new  book,  to  see  what  new 
facts  are  brought  out  as 
to  what  really  was  the 
purpose  behind  it  and  what 
did  in  fact  happen. 

JUFO:  Getting  back  to  youa 
involvment  with  the  aamed 
hoacu,  Leonaad  Staing- 
hield  aecently  came  up 
with  a  aevelatlon  that 
Aeemed  to  écho  and  expand 


what  a  PaoheAAoa  Caaa  had 
Aaid  a  h ew  yeaAA  befioae- 
hand,  that  he  haA  had  a 
lot  oh  AouaceA,  Aome 
Aecond-hand  Aome  hâul~ 
hand  conceaning  caaAhed 
UFOa  in  the  Statu  being 
aecoveaed,  and  in  Aome 
cola  u  alienA  even  being 
aecoveaed,  and  appaaently, 
thue  thingA  aae  aepoated- 
ly  hidden  at  vaaiouA  Ma 
Foace  baAU  in  the  Statu. 
Vo  you  hâve  any  comment  on 

thiA? 

ARTHUR:  Yes,  this  is  ex¬ 
cellent  work  that  String- 
field  is  doing,  and  I 
realize  the  difficulties 
he  must  be  having  in  this 
particular  kind  of  re- 
search.  I  personally  sus¬ 
pect  that  there  may  very 
well  be  something  to  this, 
as  far  out  as  it  may  seem. 
I  know  there  are  many  ar¬ 
guments  against  the  poss- 
ibility  of  these  crashes, 
especially  so  many.  How- 
ever,  I  think  it  is  quite 
significant  that  in  ail 
cases  the  people  insist  on 
complété  anonimity  and 
this  is  important  because 
to  me  it  rules  out  hoaxes. 
A  person  who  is  just  seek- 
ing  publicity  identifies 
himself  because  publicity 
is  of  no  value  if  he  is 
not  identified.  It  does 
nobody  any  good.  I  really 
feel  that  these  may  be 
factual  cases  that  are  be¬ 
ing  reported  to  String- 
field  by  people  who  are 
still  under  an  oath  of 
secrecy  in  the  United 
States.  They  don't  dare 
identify  themselves  be¬ 
cause  of  the  trouble  they 
would  get  into  if  they  do. 
So  they  are  willing  to 
speak  out  provided  they 
are  guaranteed  anonimity, 
and  I  certainly  hope  that 
Stringfield  continues  on 
with  this  research  because 
it  has,  interesting  possib¬ 
ilités. 
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JUFO:  Aa  you  mentioned, 
Aome  oh  the  claimA  Aeem 
aeally  outlandiAh  to  the 
geneaal  public,  and  ih  we 
go  back  a  h&°  yeaOA  we  aun 
into  anothea  chap  called 
Adam A kl  who  aIao  made  Aome 
aeally  outlandiAh  claimA. 
Now  it  haA  been  Apeculated 
by  Aome  aueaacheOA  that 
AdamAki  woa  planted  meaely 
ho a  the  puapoAe  oh  coming 
out  with  Auch  claimA  and 
that  becauAe  oh  thiA  the 
geneaal  public  wouldn't 
give  any  caedence  to  any 
UFO  aepoatA.  SuApiclonA 
hâve  now  been  aaouAed  that 
the  Aame  type  oh  thing  iA 
being  done  with  Stalng- 
hield.  Vo  you  think  theae 
iA  any  poAAibility  that 
Stainghield' a  Aouacu  hâve 
likemAe  been  planted  hofl 
thiA  puapoAe? 

ARTHUR:  The  possibility  is 
always  there,  of  course, 
but  I  hâve  a  gut  feeling 
that  this  is  not  the  case. 
Partly,  I  feel  this  way 
because  of  many  of  the 
things  I  hâve  corne  across 
over  a  period  of  thirty 
years;  many  things  which 
are  very  difficult  to  put 
your  finger  on.  People  I 
hâve  talked  to,  things  I 
hâve  read.  When  you  weigh 
ail  of  the  evidence  to- 
gether  rather  than  single 
reports  I  think  there  is  a 
distinct  possibility  that 
this  is  really  happening, 
that  it  is  not  just  a 
question  of  people  being 
planted  to  discrédit  the 
whole  thing. 

JUFO:  Oh  couaAe,  the  othea 
thing  that  cornu  to  mind 
iA  that  ih  people  aae  be¬ 
ing  planted  to  diAcaedit 
the  whole  thing  why  aae 
they  being  planted?  It 
would  Aeem  that  ih  they 
wanted  to  diAcaedit  the 
whole  UFO  pictuae  they  aae 
g  oing  about  it  in  a  veay 
backwaad  way,  oa  ih  they 


aae  taying  to  covea  up 
Aomethlng  et&e  which  may 
be  even  moae  Aignlhicant, 
moae  aAtounding  than  the 
UFO  phenomenon  itAelh,  and 
aeally  the  only  thing  that 
cornu  to  my  mind  would  be 
the  hact  that  the  United 
Statu  oa  Aome  othea  powea 
haA  been  woaking  on  devel- 
oping  Aome  caaht  oh  Ha 
own  that  will  behave  in 
the  way  that  many  UFOa  aae 
aepoated  to  behave,  dehy- 
ing  the  lawA  oh  gaavity 
hoa  inAtance,  and  the  UFO 
pictuae  itAelh  would  be  a 
pea.hect  covea-up  hoa  thiA. 
Vo  you  undeaAtand  what  I 
mean? 

ARTHUR:  Yes  I  do.  It  is  a 
good  question.  What  would 
be  the  reason  behind  such 
attempts?  I  don't  know 
that  I  can  answer  this  in 
any  adéquate  way,  Dave. 
Again  the  possibility  ex- 
ists  that  this  is  happen¬ 
ing.  It  may  well  be  an 
attempt  by  the  U. S.  gov- 
ernment  to  discrédit 
people  because  they  are 
covering  up  something  big- 
ger.  I  just  don't  know, 
frankly.  I  realize  that 
one  shouldn't  base  one 's 
thinking  on  any  gut  feel¬ 
ing,  this  is  very  unscien- 
tific,  but  again  I  put  to- 
gether  many  little  incid¬ 
ents  that  hâve  occurred 
over  a  great  many  years, 
many  types  of  evidence 
which  I  can't  really  elab- 
orate  on  now,  but  it  is 
the  sort  of  thing  that 
leads  one  to  adopt  certain 
views  over  a  long  period 
of  time.  Frankly,  I  per¬ 
sonally  don't  think  it  is 
a  cover-up  of  this  type  on 
the  part  of  the  govern- 
ment.  There  is  a  cover-up 
as  far  as  UFO  evidence  is 
concerned,  I  am  convinced 
of  this,  but  I  do  not 
think  that  the  stories  of 
crashed  saucers  and  so 
forth  is  an  attempt  to 


discrédit  people. 

JUFO:  Oh  couOAe,  anothea 
thing  that  would  tend  to 
Auppoat  that  iA  the  hacl 
that  UFOa  aae  Aeen  and  ae¬ 
poated  ail  ovea  the  woald, 
and  il' a  well-known  that

ARTHUR:  On  the  part  of 
whom,  Dave? 

JUFO:  PeahapA  on  the  pool 
oh  the  public  I  AuppoAe. 
It  li  moae  Apeculative  to 
talk  about  taencU  on  the 
paat  oh  goveanmentA ,  al- 
though  I  AuppoAe  that  the 
aecent  Faench  goveanment 
Atudy  and  the  auultA  h^om 
it  might  be  Aomethlng  you 
might  want  to  comment  on. 

ARTHUR:  Certainly  as  far 
as  the  public  is  concerned 
there  is  no  doubt  in  my 
mind  that  an  increasing 
proportion  of  them  are  now 
quite  prepared  to  accept 
that  we  may  be  being 
visited  by  aliens  from 
somewhere  else,  this  some- 
where  else  not  necessarily 
having  to  be  a  physical 
somewhere  else,  but  some¬ 
where  else.  This  trend  has 
continued  over  the  years, 
and  certainly  gallup  poils 
can  confirm  this.  The  maj- 
ority  of  people  now  are 
believers  in  the  reality 
of  UFOs  and  the  theory 
that  they  may  very  well  be 
spacecraft.  I  think  the 
French  study  is  particul- 
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arly  interesting.  It  has 
gone  further  than  most 
studies  in  other  countries 
and  this  indicates  a  part- 
icular  interest  on  the 
part  of  the  French  govern¬ 
ment,  and  I  hope  that  the 
complété  study  will  be  re- 
leased  very  soon,  public- 

iy.

ARTHUR:  Yes,  I  think  I  do 
detect  this.  I  think 
France  is  to  be  commended 
in  this  respect  for  the 
attitude  they  hâve  adopt- 
ed.  I  also  suspect  that 


the  American  government  is 
changing  its  attitude  very 
slowly,  but  very  subtly. 
For  example,  there  is  a 
new  TV  movie  to  be  re- 
leased  very  shortly.  I 
can't  recal 1  the  name  of 
it  but  it  is  a  documentary 
which  is  being  produced 
with  the  full  co-operation 
of  the  United  States  gov¬ 
ernment  .  I  understand 
that  it  is  pro  UFO,  a  very 
positive  film,  and  if  it 
was  in  fact  produced  with 
the  full  co-operation  of 
the  U. S.  government  as  I 
am  told  it  was,  then  this 
represents  a  significant 
step  on  the  part  of  the 
American  government.  It 
would  indicate  that  they 
may  be  engaged  upon  a  cam- 
paign  to  educate  the  pub¬ 
lic,  rather  than  coming 
out  with  a  sudden  an- 
nouncement  that  UFOs  are 
real.  I  feel  that  they 
want  to  educate  the  public 
on  a  graduai  basis.  This 
is  what  it  indicates  to 
me.

on  it.  Okay,  Mhat  do  you 
Aee  as  y oua  involvement  in 
UFO  AeAeaAch,  aAAuming 
that  you  aAe  going  to  con¬ 
tinue,  in  the  neaA  fiutuAe? 

ARTHUR:  Well,  I  consider 

my  personal  involvement  to 
be  mainly  as  an  education- 
al  one.  I  think  my  main 
thrust  over  the  years  has 
been  trying  to  educate  the 
public  concerning  the 
facts  of  UFOs.  This  was 


the  purpose  of  my  first 
book,  to  bring  the  facts 
to  the  attention  of  the 
public.  I  accepted  an  in¬ 
vitation  to  présent  a 
course  at  Algonquin  Col¬ 
lege  on  this  basis  because 
I  felt  that  this  was  an 
opportunity  to  educate  the 
public  concerning  the 
facts,  and  I  hâve  always 
taken  this  approach  with 
respect  to  ail  the  media 
as  well.  I  think  that  one 
of  the  biggest  difficult¬ 
és  that  ufologists  face 
is  the  lack  of  knowledge 
on  the  part  of  the  general 
public,  and  I  think  that 
once  the  general  public  is 
more  knowledgeable  on  the 
subject  research  will  be- 
come  much  easier.  It  will 
be  much  easier  to  obtain 
sighting  reports  which  are 
now  so  difficult  to  obtain 
because  people  are  afraid 
of  ridicule.  Also  they 
don't  know  where  to  report 
in  many  cases.  Governments 
are  covering  up  but  I 
think  if  enough  people 
know  the  facts  about  UFOs, 
then  more  pressure  can  be 
put  on  the  governments  to 
release  their  information. 
So  again,  my  thrust  has 
mainly  been  an  educational 
one,  and  I  think  for  the 
forseeable  future  it  will 
continue  in  that  way.

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LIFO  AUTHÛRITIES  ANV  GRE  N  AV  A  URGE  THE  UNITEV  NATIONS  ORGANUATION 
TO  STUVV  UFO  REPORTS  ANV  THE  UFO  PHENOMENON  -  But  What  HappenA  Next? 


This  article  is  based  partly  on  UN  Official  Records.  The  views  and  suggestions  of 
the  UFO  authorities  who  spoke  to  the  General  Assembly's  Spécial  Political  Committee 
(SPC)  are  summarized  in  the  summary  records  of  the  SPC's  meetings  on  November  27  and 
December  8,  1978(see  UN  documents  A/SPC/33/SR. 35 ,  A/SPC/33/SR. 36  and  A/SPC/33/SR.47, 
also  UN  Press  Release  GA/59^2,  5  February  1979,  p.  157).  The  major  présentations  to 
the  SPC  and  some  background  and  analysis  of  this  event  appeared  in  International  UFO 
ReporteVy  Vol.  3  (No.  10/11,  Oct./Nov.  1978),  which  is  the  source  for  some  of  the 
quotations  in  this  article. 


An  important  milestone 
in  the  history  of  present- 
ing  the  case  for  increased 
international  scientific 
research  about  UFO  reports 
and  the  UFO  phenomenon  oc- 
curred  at  the  United  Nat¬ 
ions  in  New  York  late  last 
year.  On  December  18,  1978 
the  UN  General  Assembly 
adopted,  without  a  vote,  a 
recommendation  from  its 
Spécial  Political  Commit¬ 
tee  (SPC)  to  undertake 
what  could  be  described  as 
an  exploratory  rôle  to  en¬ 
courage  and  to  as certain 
information,  on  a  national 
level,  about  coordinated 
scientific  research  into 
extraterrestrial  life,  in- 
cluding  UFOs.  The  SPC 
heard  a  diverse  oral  (and 
film)  présentation  about 
UFOs  on  November  2  7th  and 
on  December  8,  1978  adopt¬ 
ed  by  consensus  a  draft 
resolution  to  recommend  to 
the  General  Assembly  that 
it  (l)  " invites  interested 
Member  States  to  take  ap- 
propriate  steps  to  co-ord- 
inate  on  a  national  level 
scientific  research  and 
investigation  into  extra¬ 
terrestrial  lifes  includ- 
ing  unidentified  flying 
objectSy  and  to  inform  the 
Secretary-General  of  the 
observations  y  research  and 


évaluation  of  such  activ- 
ities (2)  "requests  the 
Secretary-General  to  tran¬ 
smit  the  statements  of  the 
délégation  of  Grenada 
(which  had  promoted  a  UN 
UFO  study)  and  the  relev¬ 
ant  documentation  to  the 
Committee  on  the  Fe  ace  fui 
Uses  of  Outer  Spacey  so 
that  it  may  consider  them 
at  its  1979  meeting;"  and 
(3)  that  this  "Committee' s 
deliberations  (about  this 
documentation  y  and  after  a 
presentation3  if  request- 
edy  by  Grenada)  will  be 
included  in  its  report 
which  will  be  considéré d 
by  the  General  Assembly  at 
its  thirty-fourth  session" 
(late  in  1979) .  These  are 
the  substantive  aspects  of 
the  General  Assembly's  de¬ 
cision.  No  government  of 
other  UN  member  States  had 
openly  supported  Grenada' s 
proposai,  advanced  each 
year  since  1975,  for  the 
General  Assembly  to  dis- 
cuss  and  act  positively 
about  the  "establishment 
of  an  agency  or  a  départ¬ 
irent  of  the  United  Nations 
for  undertakingy  co-ordin- 
ating  and  disserrrinating 
the  results  of  research 
into  unidentified  flying 
objects  and  related  phen- 
omena. " 


The  historié  présent¬ 
ation  about  UFOs  on  Novem¬ 
ber  27,  1978,  began  with 
Grenada 's  then  prime  min- 
ister,  Sir  Eric  Gairy, 
telling  the  UN  SPC  that 
the  UFO  phenomenon  "was 
évident  everywhere  on 
earth  and  was  causing  ser¬ 
ions  concemy  not  only  to 
national  Governments  and 
scientistSy  but  also  to 
ordinary  men  and  women3 
especially  younger  and 
better  educated  people  who 
were  yeaming  for  sensible 
explanations  of  the  phen¬ 
omenon  from  tho se  in  a 
position  to  provide  the 
answers.  " 

Grenada  then  introduced 
a  draft  resolution  (A/SPC/ 
L.20)  for  the  SPC’s  con¬ 
sidération.  (The  text  of 
the  draft  résolut ion 's 
pre amble  referred  to  the 
General  Assembly's  "com- 
mitment  to  promote  inter¬ 
national  co-operation  in 
solving  international 

problems y  "  also  the  grow- 
ing  interest  in  UFOs  among 
the  world 's  peoples.  This 
draft  resolution,  if  it 
had  been  adopted  by  the 
SPC,  would  hâve  urged  the 
General  Assembly  to  recom¬ 
mend  that  the  United  Nat¬ 
ions  "initiatey  conduct 
and  co-ordinate  research 
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into  the  nature  and  origin 
of  Unidentified  Flying  Ob- 
jects  and  related  Phénom¬ 
énal"  and  request  the  Sec- 
retary-General  to  invite 
UN  "Member  States,  spec- 
ialized  ageneies  and  ncn- 
govemmental  organizations 
to  transmit  to  him  by  31 
May  1979  information  and 
proposais  whidh  would  fac- 
i litate  the  proposed 
study."  Also,  the  Secret - 
ary-General  would  be  re- 
quested  "to  appoint... a 
three-member  group  of  ex¬ 
perts  under  the  aegis  of 
the  Committee  on  the 
Peaeeful  Uses  of  Outer 
Spaoe,  for  the  purpose  of 
defining  guidelines  for 
the  proposed  study."  The 
draft  resolution 's  last 
three  paragraphs  proposed 
that  the  General  Assembly 
décidé  to  hâve  the  three 
member  expert  group  meet 
during  the  sessions  of, 
and  work  through  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  the  Peaeeful 
Uses  of  Outer  Space  and 
report  through  it  to  the 
General  Assembly.)  Several 
well-known  persons  assoc- 
iated  with  UFO  research 
and  reports  then  spoke  to 
the  SPC  as  part  of  Gren- 
ada's  délégation. 

Dr.  J.  Allen  Hynek,  now 
full-time  director  of  the 
Center  for  UFO  studies  in 
Evanston,  Illinois  and  re- 
cently  retired  professor 
of  astronomy  at  Northwest¬ 
ern  University,  described 
UFOs  as  "a  phenomenon  so 
strange  and  foreign  to  our 
daily  terrestrial  mode  of 
thought  that  it  is  fre¬ 
quent  ly  met  by  ridicule 
and  dérision  by  persons 
and  organizations  unac- 
quainted  with  the ■  facts.  " 
Noting  that  "in  the  popul- 
ar  mind  the  UFO  phenomenon 
is  associated  with  the 
concept  of  extra-terre  st¬ 
riai  intelligence  and  this 
might  yet  prove  to  be  cor¬ 
rect  in  s orne  context, "  he 


stated  that  "UFO  reports 
hâve  been  assenibled  from 
133  different  countries" 
and  "in  significant  num- 
bers  hâve  been  made  by 
highly  responsible  per¬ 
sons.  "  The  thousands  of 
UFO  reports  on  record  "in- 
clude  extremely  intriguing 
and  provocative  accounts 
of  strange  events  exper- 
ienced  by  highly  reput- 
able  persons  .  .  .  events 
which  challenge  our  prés¬ 
ent  conception  of  the 
World  about  us  and  which 
may  indeed  signal  a  need 
for  a  change  in  some  of 
these  concepts. "  (This 
point  had  been  noted  in  a 
1974  radio  broadeast  by 
the  French  defense  minist- 
er  who  stressed  "the  im¬ 
portance  of  investigating 
the  truly  unknown.  ")  / 

Referring  in  particular 
to  evidence  from  the  more 
than  1300  reports  of  close 
encounters  of  the  second 
kind  (physical  trace 
cases)  on  record  Dr.  Hynek 
said  that  "any  phenomenon 
which  touches  the  lives  of 
so  many  people  and  which 
engenders  puzzlement  and 
even  fear  among  them,  is 
therefore  not  only  of  pot- 
ential  sdentific  interest 
and  significance  but  also 
of  sociological  and  polit- 
ical  significance,  espec- 
ially  since  it  carries 
with  it  many  implications 
of  the  existence  of  intel¬ 
ligences  other  than  our 
own.  "  Interestingly ,  he 
referred  to  the  "growing 
community  of  scientists 
from  many  countries  (esp- 
ecially  France  and  the 
U. S.)  who  hâve  declared  an 
interest,  either  privately 
or  openly,  in  pursuing  the 
challenge  presented  by  the 
UFO  problem  and  who  are 
gathering  and  analyzing 
the  relevant  data.  "  Fur- 
ther,  "there  is  a  surpris- 
ingly  large  number  of  in - 
dividual  scientists  who 


hâve  expressed  to  me,  pri¬ 
vately  and  personally," 
Dr.  Hynek  said,  "their  in- 
volved  concem  with  the 
challenge  of  the  UFO  phen¬ 
omenon  and  who  entertain 
opinions  consistent  with" 
the  conclusions  of  the 
French  report  that  "most 
of  the  cases  carefully 
studied. . . involved  a  mat- 
erial  phenomenon  that 
could  not  be  explained  as 
a  natural  phenomenon  or  a 
human  device.  "  (This  was 
his  understanding  of  the 
major  conclusion  of  a  re¬ 
cent  scientific  study  on 
UFOs  sponsored  by  the 
French  govemment  and  un- 
dertaken  by  a  diverse 
group  of  scientists.) 

Dr.  Hynek  stressed  that 
the  scientists  and  other 
specialists  actively 

studying  the  UFO  phenomen¬ 
on  collectively  "possess 
information  and  results 
which,  in  my  opinion,  are 
important  and  should  be 
shared  with  their  col¬ 
le  ague  s  elsewhere,  "  but 
they  "hâve  no  means  by 
which  they  can  share  the 
results  of  their  research- 
es  with  other  workers,  or 
pool  them  for  the  benefit 
of  others  as  is  standard 
practice  in  scientific 
matters.  "  H e  also  emphas- 
ized  that  he  was  "not  ask- 
ing  that  the  United  Nat¬ 
ions  organisation  create 
its  own  commission  to  con- 
duct  researches  into  the 
UFO  field,  but  merely  to 
provide  a  means  whereby 
work  and  inves tigations 
already  carried  out  and 
accomplished  by  scientists 
in  their  own  countries 
could  be  expeditiously 
disseminated  to  their  col¬ 
le  ague  s  in  other  count¬ 
ries,"  also  to  be  able  to 
meet  to  know  each  other 
and  to  "interchange  their 
ideas  and  their  investig¬ 
ative ‘Work  with  colleagues 
in  other  member  nations.  " 
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"Data  of  high  potential 
significance  to  science 
and  the  World  is  contin- 
ually  being  lost  for  lack 
of  a  means  to  prevent  its 
loss,"  he  added. 

The  UFO  phenomenon  "h as 
aroused  the  concem,  and 
often  the  fear,  of  signif¬ 
icant  fractions"  of  popul¬ 
ations  in  the  133  count¬ 
ries  in  which  UFO  sight- 
ings  (or  expériences)  had 
been  reported,  including 
in  those  countries  repres- 
ented  on  the  SPC,  Dr.  Hy¬ 
nek  observed.  Also,  it 
" has  great  possible  soc¬ 
iological  and  political 
implications,  as  well  as 
scientific  potential.  " 
"The  création  of  a  mechan- 
ism  within  the  United  Nat¬ 
ions  to  facilitate  the  ex¬ 
change  of  UFO  reports  and 
studies  made  in  various 
Member  States  will. .  .hast- 
en  the  day  when,"  he  said, 
his  opinion,  "as  a  scient- 
ist  who  has  devoted  many 
years  to  its  study,  that 
the  UFO  phenomenon  is  real 
and.  . .  has  both  grave  and 
important  implications  for 
science  and  for  the  polit¬ 
ical  and  social  well-being 
of  the  peoples  of  this 
Earth"  "will  be  translated 
into  firm  scientific  know¬ 
ledge.  "  The  UFO  phenomenon 
appears  to  reflect  "the 
action  of  some  form  of  in¬ 
telligence,"  and  "a  ser- 
ious  concerted  approach 
(is  needed)  to  this  most 
out  standing  challenge  to 
current  science.  " 

Dr.  Jacques  F.  Vallee, 
an  astrophysicist  and  com¬ 
puter  expert  who  is  assoc¬ 
iated  with  several  re¬ 
search  institutions,  open- 
ed  his  remarks  to  the  SPC 
by  observing  that  new 
knowledge  commonly  trig- 
gers  "emotional  reactions 
with  far-reaching  cultural 
and  political  effects," 
that  "new  beliefs  are  bom 
out  of  this  confrontation" 


and  that  "the  frequent  re- 
porting"  of  UFOs  "présents 
an  opportunity  to  observe 
both  of  these  processes . " 
The  UFO  phenomenon,  he 
said,  has  three  aspects: 
(l)  "a  physical  manifest¬ 
ation  that  can  and  should 
be  investigated  through 
already  available  scient¬ 
ific  equipment;"  (2)  "psy- 
cho-physiological"  aspects 
(such  as  "disorientation 
symptoms,"  etc.)  and  in 
particular  (3)  "the  social 
belief  System. . . . generated 
(widely ) . . .by  the  expect¬ 
ation  of  space  visitors, " 
which  "has  been  nurtured 
by  the  lack  of  serious  at¬ 
tention  given  to  genuine 
reports  of  UFOs.  " 

He  also  stressed  his 
conclusions,  from  long 
Personal  study,  about  the 
UFO  phenomenon' s  social 
effects.  First,  "the  be¬ 
lief  in  space  visitors  is 
indépendant  of  the  physic¬ 
al  reality  of  the  UFO 
phenomenon. "  Secondly, 
"the  belief  in  the  immin¬ 
ence  of  UFO  ' Contact '  is 
an  indication  of  a  widen- 
ing  gap  between  the  piiblic 
and  science."  Thirdly,  "in 
the  absence  of  serious, 
unbiased  research. . .  the 
belief  in  the  imminence  of 
UFO  'Contact'  undermined 
the  image  of  Man  as  a  mas¬ 
ter  of  his  own  destiny" 
and  the  arguments ,  unprov- 
en  though  deserving  of 
serious  study,  "that  the 
earth  had  been  visited  by 
space  travellers  in  pre- 
historic  times"  "encour¬ 
ages  passive  expectation 
of  another  visit  by 
friendly  space  créatures 
to  solve  current  human 
problems."  Moreover,  Dr. 
Vallee  said  that  these  ar¬ 
guments  are  "leading  many 
people  to  suggest  that  the 
great  achievements  of  man- 
kind  would  hâve  been  im¬ 
possible  without  celestial 
intervention. "  Fourthly, 


"the  expectation  of  con¬ 
tact  with  space  visitors 
promûtes  the  concept  of 
political  unification  of 
our  planet"  and  "a  strong 
and  beautiful  yeaming  for 
global  peace  is  expressing 
itself.  "  Nonetheless, 

"whether  this  becomes  a 
factor  for  positive  or 
négative  social  change 
will  dépend  on  the  way  in 
which  these  émotions  are 
treated  j pnd  on  the  ser- 
iousness  with  which  the 
underlying  physical  phen¬ 
omenon  is  investigated.  " 
Dr.  Vallee  concluded  his 
remarks  to  the  SPC  by  say- 
ing  that  scientists  he 
knows  who  are  studying  the 
UFO  enigma  "would  welcome 
an  opportunity  to  share 
their  data  and  their  ideas 
within  any  (UN)  structure 
that  could  be  available 
for  this  purpose.  " 

Varying  views  about  the 
nature  of  UFO  reports  and 
about  the  implications  of 
the  UFO  phenomenon  were 
évident  in  the  other  pré¬ 
sentations  to  the  SPC. 
Lieutenant  Col .  Larry 
Coyne,  a  U. S.  military  of- 
ficer  who  appeared  before 
the  SPC  in  a  private  cap- 
acity,  urged  the  committee 
to  realize  that  incidents 
like  that  on  October  18, 
1973,  involving  a  U. S. 
Army  utility  helicopter  in 
which  he  was  the  pilot  in 
command,  were  due  to  real 
objects  "and  these  types 
of  incidents  should  re- 
quire  a  thorough  invest¬ 
igation.  "  The  SPC  then 
agreed  to  Grenada's  requ¬ 
est  to  show  "a  documentary 
film,  prepared  especially 
for  the  Committee. "  Dr. 
Hynek  provided  a  narration 
for  the  delegates.  In  the 
aftemoon  session  on  Nov- 
ember  27th  a  letter  read 
to  the  SPC  from  former 
U. S.  astronaut  Gordon 
Cooper  expressed  the  bel¬ 
ief  that  UFOs  are  "extra- 
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terrestrial  vehicles"  vis- 
iting  Earth  from  more 
technically  advanced  plan- 
ets.  (Cooper  had  been  in- 
vited  to  address  the  SPC 
but  at  the  last  minute  was 
unable  to  be  présent.)  He 
urged  "a  top  level  co-ord- 
inated  programme  to  scien- 
tifiodlly  colle ot  and  an- 
alyze  data  from  ail  over 
the  earth  conceming  any 
type  of  encounter 3  and  to 
détermine  how  best  to  in¬ 
terface  with  these  visit- 
ors  in  a  friendly  fash- 
ion.  "  It  was  quite  ap- 
propriate  to  tell  a  United 
Nations  committee  that  "we 
(i.e.,  mankind)  may  first 
hâve  to  show  them  that  we 
hâve  leamed  to  résolve 
our  problems  by  peaceful 
me  ans 3  rather  thon  war- 
fare,  before  we  are  ac- 
cepted  as  fully  quali fied 
universal  team  members.  " 
He  added  that  "this  accep¬ 
tance  would  hâve  tremend- 
ous  possibilities  of  ad- 
vancing  our  World  in  ail 
areas 3  "  and  "certainly 
then  it  would  seem  that 
the  United  Nations  has  a 
vested  interest  in  hand- 
ling  this  subject  properly 
and  expeditiously.  "  The 
few  astronauts  who  hâve 
continued  some  participat¬ 
ion  in  the  UFO  field  hâve 
done  so  very  cautiously, 
he  said,  because  use  of 
their  names  had  sometimes 
been  abused. 

Stanton  Friedman,  a  nuc- 
lear  physicist  and  well- 
known  UFO  researcher  and 
speaker,  told  the  deleg- 
ates  that  people  through- 
out  the  world  are  ail 
"earthlings"  and  "that 
there  was  overwhelming  év¬ 
idence  to  suggest  that  the 
planet  was  being  visited 
by  intelligently  control- 
led  extraterre  striai  veh- 
icles .  "  Noting  the  ability 
of  UFOs  "to  move  and  man¬ 
oeuvre  at  thousands  of 
miles  an  hour,"  he  specul- 


ated  on  extraterrestrials ' 
motives  for  interest  in  "a 
primitive  society"  which, 
from  an  alien  viewpoint, 
had  no  central  political 
unit  and  "who se  major  act- 
ivity  was  tribal  warfare. " 
Taking  "an  earthling 
orientation 3 "  he  said, 
could  assist  man's  trying 
"to  see  himself  as  others 
(i.e.,  aliens)  saw  him3" 
and  this  might  help  to 
promote  "man's  very  sur¬ 
vivait.  "  There  are  "no 
boundary  Unes  "  "from  up 
above"  when  approaching 
planet  Earth.  Mr.  Friedman 
also  suggested  that  if 
UFOs  are  extraterrestrial 
then  their  solutions  to 
the  important  questions  of 
peace,  survival,  energy 
and  hunger  could  benefit 
mankind.  / 

The  présentations  to  the 
SPC  partly  reflected  the 
diversity  of  viewpoints 
about  the  UFO  phenomenon 
and  the  significance  and 
cause (s)  of  UFO  reports. 
Different  views  may  also 
exist  on  an  unofficial 
level  among  UN  members  as 
to  any  appropriate  or  use- 
ful  UN  action  about  the 
UFO  puzzle.  Before  the 
Spécial  Political  Commit¬ 
tee  's  meeting  on  December 
8,  1978,  Grenada's  délég¬ 
ation  realized  that  their 
draft  resolution  proposing 
a  major  UN  UFO  study  would 
not  be  adopted  due  to  the 
absence,  it  seemed,  of 
support  from  SPC  members . 
There fore,  Grenada  decided 
not  to  press  for  a  vote  on 
it  but  instead  was  then 
able  to  secure  support  for 
the  decision  finally  adop¬ 
ted  by  consensus  which, 
Grenada  felt,  "proposed 
the  official  adoption  of 
provisional  masures  to 
permit  future  discussion 
of  the  item  (embodied  in 
Grenada's  withdrawn  draft 
resolution)  in  a  manner 
considered  satisfactory  by 


ail  Member  States.  " 

The  decision  of  the  SPC, 
adopted  by  the  General  As- 
sembly,  represented  a  typ- 
ical  UN  compromise  which 
occurs  in  situations  when 
the  govemments  of  UN  mem¬ 
ber  States  do  not  want  to 
commit  themselves  -  espec- 
ially  on  controversial  is¬ 
sues  -  but  at  the  same 
time  wish  to  avoid  offend- 
ing  a  small  new  member. 
Thus ,  there  is  little  sig¬ 
nificance  to  this  UN  dec¬ 
ision  to  date  and  there 
likely  will  be  even  less 
as  the  new  government  of 
Grenada  is  not  expected  to 
promote  a  UN  study  of  UFOs 
which  the  toppled  Sir  Eric 
Gairy  did  when  he  was  the 
country's  prime  minister. 

On  the  other  hand,  hope- 
fully,  this  year  may  wit- 
ness  some  real  progress 
through  the  subject's  re- 
ferral  to  the  General  As- 
sembly's  Committee  on  the 
Peaceful  Uses  of  Outer 
Space.  We  must  wait  and 
see.  However,  if  this 
proves  to  be  unproductive , 
another  approach  would  be 
to  hâve  the  subject  of  the 
UFO  enigma  referred  to  the 
United  Nations  Educational 
Scientific  and  Cultural 
Organization  (UNESCO) ,  one 
of  the  specialized  agen- 
cies  which  form  part  of 
the  UN  family  or  System. 
This  would  seem  quite 
appropriate  as  two  of 
UNESCO' s  three  functions 
prescribed  in  its  constit¬ 
ution  are  (a)  to  "collab- 
orate  in  the  Work  of  ad- 
vanoing  the  mutual  know¬ 
ledge  and  understanding  of 
peoples. . .  and. . .  to  promote 
the  free  flow  of  ideas  by 
Word  and  image } "...  and 
(c)  to  "maintain,  increase 
and  diffuse  knowledge ..  .By 
encouraging  co-operation 
among  the  nations  in  ail 
branches  of  intellectual 
activity 3  including  the 
international  exchange  of 
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persons  active  in  the 
fields  of  éducation 3  sci¬ 
ence  and  culture  and  the 
exchange  of  publications , 
objects  of  artistic  and 
scientific  interest  and 
other  materials  of  inform¬ 
ation;  (and)  By  initiating 
methods  of  international 
co-operation  calculated  to 
give  the  people  of  ail 
countries  access  to  the 
printed  and  published  mat¬ 
erials  produced  by  any  of 
them.  " 

This  suggestion  to  refer 
the  UFO  subject  for  study 
by  and/or  through  UNESCO 
is  consistent  with  the 
spécifie  suggestions  which 
Dr.  Hynek  and  Dr.  Vallee 
made  to  the  SPC.  Both 
urged  it  to  facilitate  the 
exchange  of  information 
about  UFO  reports  and  to 
enable  interchanges  bet- 
ween  scientists  and  others 
familiar  with  the  UFO 
phenomenon.  Such  an  ap¬ 
proach  might  not  be  un- 
acceptable  to  many  UN  mem¬ 
bers,  including  the  United 
States  and  other  influent- 
ial  countries,  and  there- 
fore  capable  of  being  ach- 
ieved.  It  would  not  com¬ 
mit  any  UN  member  govem- 
ment  to  a  position  on  a 
controversial  subject  and 
would  involve  only  very 
small  costs.  Another  sug¬ 
gestion  is  for  major  UFO 
groups  to  investigate  the 
possibility  of  their  sec- 
uring  consultative  arrang¬ 
ements  with  UNESCO  as  in¬ 
ternational  non-governmen- 
tal  organizations  (NGOs) 
active  in  a  field  of  re- 
search  relevant  to  the 
general  aspects  of 
UNESCO 's  functions.  If 
such  status  were  secured 
it  could  enable  several 
possible  developments 

which  would  assist  in  the 
promotion  of  scientific 
UFO  research,  e.g.,  some 
support  for  documentation, 
spécial  studies  and  part¬ 


icipation  in  conférences. 
Also,  UNESCO  occasionally 
delegates  some  of  its 
tasks  to  NGO  specialists 
and  scholars  to  undertake 
enquiries  on  numerous  top- 
ics  of  concem  to  member 
nations  of  UNESCO.  Scient¬ 
ists  and  others  who  are 
convinced  that  the  UFO  en¬ 
igma  is  worthy  of  a  major 
international  scientific 
study  would  then  hâve  new 
forums  -  and  some  support- 
ing  assistance  -  for  their 
attempts  to  convince 
others . 

Even  if  the  UN  were  to 
undertake  a  major  UFO 
study  we  should  leam  the 
lessons  from  the  continu- 
ing  collective  failure  of 
mankind  -  i.e.,  of  the 
world 's  govemments  act- 
ing  through  the  United 
Nations  System,  other  in¬ 
ternational  mechanisms  and 
intergovemmental  forums 
(such  as  the  Commonwealth 
of  Nations)  -  to  résolve 
such  major  world  problems 
as,  for  example,  hunger, 
human  rights,  refugees  and 
the  arms  race.  This  ex¬ 
périence  should  suggest 
little  room  for  optimism 
regarding  the  UN 's  ability 
to  reach  definitive  con¬ 
clusions  about  the  UFO  en¬ 
igma,  especially  in  light 
of  the  nature  of  the  év¬ 
idence  in  support  of  most 
UFO  reports.  Moreover,  the 
UN  may  be  unlikely  to 
agréé  on  implications 
about  the  nature  of  the 
complex  UFO  phenomenon.  In 
any  event,  the  problems 
posed  for  the  world' s 
peoples  and  govemments  by 
the  unexplained  and  per- 
haps  unexplainable  compon- 
ent  of  UFO  reports  may  or 
may  not  be  as  important  as 
the  above  and  numerous 
other,  seemingly  intract - 
able  international  prob¬ 
lems  . 

A  UN  sponsored  UFO  study 
might  be  able  to  reach 


definitive  conclusions  if 
it  is  well  set  up  as  re¬ 
gards  its  terms  of  refer- 
ence,  principal  research- 
ers,  their  methodology, 
resources  and  integrety  to 
pursue  investigation  and 
research  thoroughly  and 
with  complété  independ- 
ence.  This  appears  to  hâve 
been  true  of  the  UFO  re¬ 
search  study  sponsored  by 
the  French  government,  and 
that  group's  voluminous 
report  received  a  favour- 
able  review  from  an  indep- 
endent  and  intêrdisciplin- 
ary  panel  of  scientists. 

The  task  at  hand,  how¬ 
ever,  is  to  get  a  begin- 
ning  for  a  systematic  UN 
sponsored  study  of  UFO  re¬ 
ports  and  of  the  UFO  phen¬ 
omenon.  To  accomplish  this 
would  first  require  a  sig- 
nificant  measure  of  public 
and  political  (i.e.,  gov- 
emment)  support  in  a  few 
influential  countries  and 
then  some  concerted  nat¬ 
ional  leadership  to  prom¬ 
ote  and  ensure  internat¬ 
ional  action  under  UN  or 
other  international  aus¬ 
pices.  Récognition  that 
the  UFO  phenomenon  and  the 
unexplained  nature  of  many 
UFO  reports,  especially 
those  with  "high  strange- 
ness3  "  constitute  an  int¬ 
ernational  vroblem  will 
only  occur  as  a  resuit  of 
a  political  decision  by 
govemments  that  this  is 
so.  Such  a  bold  déclar¬ 
ation  is  unlikely  to  be 
fortheoming,  regardless  of 
how  many  more  reput able 
scientists  in  different 
countries  study  and  then 
State  that  both  are  real 
and  important  and  that 
genuinely  unexplained  UFO 
reports  represent  a  puzzle 
to  science  and  potential 
significance  if  the  puzzle 
is  (some  would  say  can  be) 
solved.  Perhaps  the  ef¬ 
forts  of  serious  students 
of  the  UFO  subject  would

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NESTLETON 


At  about  7:15  on  the 
evening  of  November  1, 
1978,  a  teenaged  girl  was 
out  jogging  in  a  field 
beside  her  home  near 
Nestleton,  Ontario.  Nest- 
leton  is  about  25  miles 
south-east  of  Lake  Simcoe 
and  30  miles  north-east  of 
Toronto.  She  was  startled 
to  see  what  appeared  to  be 
two  lights  on  either  end 
of  a  dark,  undefined  obj- 
ect  at  about  a  30  degree 
élévation  above  an  adj¬ 
acent  field. 

She  stopped  jogging  to 
look  more  closely  at  the 
object,  and  as  she  did  it 
started  to  move  on  an 
angle  toward  the  east, 
passing  over  s orne  nearby 
trees.  She  ran  back  to  the 
house  to  call  her  brother 
out  to  look  at  the  object 
which  both  of  them  des- 
cribed  as  being  perfectly 
silent.  Since  it  was  so 
close  to  them  and  appeared 
to  be  completely  unident- 
ifiable,  they  ran  back 
into  the  house  and  locked 
ail  the  doors,  watching 
the  object  from  their  win- 
dow  for  about  fifteen  min¬ 
utes  as  it  altemately 
hovered  and  moved  slowly 
in  an  easterly  direction. 
It  eventually  disappeared 
behind  some  trees  about  a 
quarter  of  a  mile  away, 
appearing  to  hâve  landed. 

At  7:45  their  parents 
arrived  home,  but  were  in 
a  hurry  preparing  for  the 
evening’ s  activities.  They 


were  surprised  to  find  the 
doors  locked,  but  didn’t 
pay  too  much  attention  to 
the  reason  given.  Since 
they  lived  in  a  farming 
commun ity  the  family  us- 
ually  left  their  doors  un- 
locked. 

At  a  couple  of  minutes 
to  eight  the  girl  and  her 
brother,  now  feeling  a 
little  bolder,  left  the 
house  to  walk  up  the  high- 
way  to  see  if  they  coufd 
spot  the  object  at  the 
location  at  which  it  had 
appeared  to  descend.  A 
couple  of  minutes  later 
their  mother  left  in  the 
car  in  the  opposite  direc¬ 
tion  to  go  to  a  meeting  in 
nearby  Black stock.  At 
about  8:05  PM  the  two 
teenagers  saw  the  object 
appear  from  the  general 
area  in  which  it  had  dis¬ 
appeared  north  of  the 
highway.  They  watched  it 
as  it  passed  at  not  too 
high  an  altitude  immed- 
iately  overhead,  crossed 
the  highway  and  curved 
around  toward  Blackstock. 
As  it  passed  overhead  they 
distinctly  heard  a  dull 
whirring  sound  coming  from 
the  object  which  they 
could  now  see  clearly  and 
described  as  an  elongated 
dark  shape  with  a  red 
light  on  each  end,  one  of 
them  flashing  on  and  off. 

Meanwhile,  between 
8:05  PM  and  8:10  PM  their 
mother  noticed  a  strange 
object  in  the  sky  from  her 
car  just  before  reaching 
Blackstock.  She  pulled  off 
the  road  to  watch  it,  re- 


porting  that  it  had  char- 
acteristics  identical  to 
those  described  by  her 
children.  She  watched  it 
slowly  recede  in  a  SE  dir¬ 
ection  until  it  became 
just  a  point  in  the  sky. 
Its  location  from  her  car 
corresponded  to  that  rel- 
ated  by  her  children  at 
the  same  time.  Weather 
conditions  that  evening 
were  clear,  cool  and  calm. 

The  teenagers’  parents 
regretted  that  they  hadn’t 
paid  more  attention  to 
what  their  children  had 
tried  to  tell  them  when 
they  arrived  home,  but 
they  were  too  busy  pre¬ 
paring  for  their  evening’ s 
activities  and  only  half 
paid  attention.  It  was 
only  when  the  mother  saw 
the  strange  object  while 
driving  into  Blackstock 
that  she  recal led  some  of 
what  her  children  had  rel- 
ated.  She  also  realized 
that  they  must  hâve  been 
really  frightened  at  the 
time  in  order  for  them  to 
hâve  locked  ail  the  doors. 

The  next  day  she  made 
sure  to  get  ail  the  de¬ 
tails  and  had  each  of  her 
children  individually  draw 
what  they  had  seen.  They 
both  drew  an  object  with 
characteristics  similar  to 
the  one  she  had  seen  (see 
Fig.  1)  and  realized  that 
the  time  and  position  of 
their  second  sighting  co- 
incided  exactly  with  their 
mother *  s. 

The  following  day  when 
she  was  trying  to  déter¬ 
mine  how  to  report  the  in- 
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cident  she  heard  me  talk- 
ing  about  UFOs  on  a  radio 
program  and  was  able  to 
get  in  touch  with  me  at 
the  station.  On  November 
5th  I  went  out  to  inter¬ 
view  the  witnesses.  I  was 
impressed  with  the  defin- 
ite  description  of  the  ob¬ 
ject  and  its  behavior  I 
received  from  both  the  boy 
and  girl,  who  were  inter- 
viewed  separately,  and 
although  each  was  a  little 
shy  at  first,  both  event¬ 
ually  described  the  event 
in  almost  identical  de¬ 
tail,  the  only  différence 
being  that  one  of  them 
drew  a  s light ly  ’fatter’ 
object  than  the  other. 
This  was  probably  due  to 
their  having  different  ab- 
ilities  when  it  came  to 
representing  perspective 
on  paper. 

Further  corroborative 
testimony  was  provided  by 
a  f armer  and  his  daughter 
whose  farm  is  just  to  the 
NE  of  the  area  where  the 
object  was  reported  to 
hâve  apparent ly  landed. 
They  were  completely  un- 
aware  of  the  sighting  re¬ 
ported  by  the  previous 
family,  who  hadn’t  men- 
tioned  the  incident  to 
anyone  in  the  area  for 
fear  of  ridicule.  The 
time,  direction,  and  char¬ 
acteristics  described  by 
the  pair  who  were  on  their 
way  from  their  barn  to 
their  house  when  they  saw 
the  object  corresponded  to 
those  reported  by  the 
teenagers  and  their  moth¬ 
er.  A  search  of  the  area 
for  physical  traces  of  a 
landing  proved  négative. 

Nestleton  is  about  20 
miles  ENE  of  the  area  of 
the  sighting  reported  by 
Mr.  A,  described  in  the 
first  issue  of  Journal  UFO 
(pg.  22).  As  in  that  case, 
we  hâve  been  unsuccessful 
in  identifying  what  the 
witnesses  saw. 


WIARTON 


During  late  November  of 
1978,  the  Bruce  Peninsula 
was  the  site  of  one  of 
those  frustrating  UFO 
cases  which  occasionally 
occur  seemingly  merely  to 
aggravate  the  witnesses 
and  the  investigators . 
This  particular  incident 
also  serves  to  reflect  the 
indifférence  of  official- 
dom,  an  attitude  which  can 
be,  and  often  is,  mis- 
interpreted  by  some  as 
smelling  of  a  ”cover-up”. 

For  this  reason  I  shall 
not  only  detail  the  UFO 
sighting  itself,  as  repor¬ 
ted  by  its  several  wit¬ 
nesses,  but  shall  also  at- 
tempt  to  describe,  as  best 
as  I  hâve  been  able  to  as- 
certain,  the  involvement 
of  no  less  than  three 
police  detachments  in  the 
investigation. 

The  witness,  Brenda 
Nicol  of  Wiarton,  desc¬ 
ribed  what  happened  in  her 
own  words:  ”0n  November 
20,  1978  at  6:35  PM  I  left 
my  house  for  the  town  of 
Wiarton.  About  half  a  mile 
from  home  I  noticed  a 
bright  orange-red  light  in 
the  sky.  I  didn’t  pay  much 
attention  to  it  at  first, 
thinking  it  was  an  air- 
pi  ane,  but  I  kept  seeing 
it  out  the  corner  of  my 
eye  and  thought  it  awful- 
ly  bright  and  big  to  be  a 
light  from  a  normal  air- 
craft.  It  was  travelling 
from  east  to  west  at 
first,  then  tumed  to  a 
northerly  direction  over 


Issac  or  Sky  Lake,  and 
seemed  to  be  descending. 
I  stopped  at  this  point  to 
pay  more  attention,  but 
didn’t  see  it  again  until 
about  three  quarters  of  a 
mile  further  down  the  road 
on  my  left  again.  I 
thought  it  so  unusual  that 
I  stopped  my  car  on  the 
east  side  of  Pike  River  to 
watch  it,  because  it  seem¬ 
ed  to  be  not  moving.  It 
was  moving,  but  unusual  ly 
slowly,  I  thought,  for  the 
size  of  the  light.  I 
thought  that  a  big  jumbo 
at  that  height  would  move 
along  at  that  pace,  but 
the  size  left  me  wonder- 
ing.  Thinking  it  had  to  be 
an  airplane,  I  continue d 
on  to  Wiarton  to  pick  up 
my  son  from  his  hockey 
practice.  The  time  was  now 
about  6:50  PM. 

Upon  heading  home  at 
about  7:05  PM  I  said  to  my 
son,  Terry,  who  is  twelve, 
”Keep  your  eyes  open  for  a 
red  light  in  the  sky.”  He 
replied,  ”What  is  it?”  I 
said,  ”1  don’t  know,  just 
look,”  and  after  a  couple 
of  minutes  he  yelled, 
”There  it  is!” 

Sure  enough,  there  it 
was  again.  Just  a  few  sec¬ 
onds  later  it  tumed  white 
and  then  glowed  a  blue 
colour.  We  then  lost  sight 
of  it  in  the  tree  line.  It 
re appeared  when  we  passed 
that  section  of  trees,  but 
as  the  orange-red  light 
again.  As  we  approached 
Pike  River  again,  I  no¬ 
ticed  another  vehicle 
stopped.  It  was  now  about 
7:15  PM.  He  appeared  to  be 
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watching  what  we  were  so  I 
crossed  over  the  bridge 
and  parked. 

The  light  was  now  on  the 
south  side  of  the  road  and 
appeared  as  first  one, 
then  two  bright  red  lights 
about  half  a  mile  up  and 
away.  I  tumed  off  my 
radio,  heater  fan  and  en- 
gine  thinking  it  was  close 
enough  to  hear,  but  there 
was  no  sound.  In  the  mean- 
time  the  other  vehicle 
parked  in  front  of  me . 
Three  people  came  out  of 
it  and  crossed  the  road  to 
watch.  I  jumped  out  of  my 
car  and  asked,  "You  watch¬ 
ing  that  thing,  too?"  The 
lights  flew  in  a  circular 
direction  across  the  high- 
way  still  keeping  the  same 
distance.  Now  on  the  north 
side  of  the  road,  the  two 
lights  were  descending  and 
heading  right  for  us .  I 
remember  the  man  and  two 
young  teenagers  rushing  to 
this  side  of  the  road,  the 
man  saying,  "that1 s  no 
airplane,  the  lights 
should  be  flashing!"  I  was 
frightened  and  said,  "Corne 
on,  Terry.  We're  going  to 
contact  the  authorities . " 
With  that,  we  left  the 
thing  still  coming.  One  of 
the  other  boys  said, 
"Let's  go  get  John  -?-  ", 
as  I  was  getting  into  the 
car. 

We  tumed  off  the  high- 
way  about  300  feet  up  the 
road,  and  were  heading 
north.  Terry  said  the  now 
orange-red  light  was  fol- 
lowing  us.  Sure  enough,  it 
was  there  again.  We  trav- 
elled  in  this  direction 
for  about  half  a  mile,  and 
then  tumed  west.  Terry 
said  it  was  still  coming, 
and  I  checked  again.  It 
was.  About  this  time  a 
white-blue  light  appeared 
suddenly  in  front  of  the 
now  bright  red  light  for 
about  one  or  two  seconds. 
As  the  white-blue  light 


disappeared,  Terry  yelled, 
"It's  coming  at  us,  mom." 
I  kept  going  and  thought, 
"I've  got  to  get  someone 
who  knows  me  or  they  won't 
believe  me."  This  ail 
happened  in  another  half 
mile  stretch  of  road. 

I  then  stopped  at  a 
friend's  house  another 
half  mile  up  the  road.  My 
two  fri ends  jumped  into  my 
car  and  we  went  back  to 
Pike  River  where,  to  the 
south,  they  too  saw  the 
orange-red  light.  At  this 
point  it  seemed  to  disap- 
pear  in  the  trees  where 
Pike  River  meets  Boat 
Lake.  The  time  was  now 
about  7:30  PM. 

The  orange-red  light  was 
very  comparable  in  colour 
to  that  of  the  tail  lights 
of  a  car  or  a  radio  bead'- 
on.  We  couldn't  make  out 
the  shape  of  anything  ex- 
cept  when  it  was  coming  at 
us.  At  this  time  I  vague- 
ly  remember  a  shape  bet- 
ween  and  above  the  lights. 
One  of  my  two  friends  had 
also  seen  the  orange-red 
ball-shaped  light  on  her 
way  home  from  Wiarton 
about  6:30  PM. 

I  remember  that  when  the 
lights  were  coming  at  us  I 
thought  it  might  crash,  as 
it  was  getting  so  close  to 
the  house.  I  also  thought 
that  it  must  hâve  manoeuv- 
ered  in  an  unusual  way  for 
it  to  get  back  up  in  the 
sky  in  the  amount  of  time 
it  had  to  follow  us." 

An  "object"  similar  to 
that  described  by  Brenda 
and  friends  was  seen  by 
Tony  Hamer  who  lives  at 
home  with  Brenda.  After 
she  had  left  to  pick  up 
Terry,  he  was  busy  prepar- 
ing  supper  and  listening 
to  some  music.  After  a 
while  he  leaned  on  the 
sliding  glass  door  at  the 
east  side  of  the  house  and 
noticed  a  large,  dull  red 
light  on  a  northwest  traj- 


ectory.  He  estimated  it  to 
be  about  a  half  a  mile 
away,  at  a  low  altitude 
because  it  travelled  a 
course  about  two  feet  be- 
low  the  top  of  a  nearby 
cedar  tree,  but  above  some 
50  foot  trees  which  are 
about  150  yards  beyond  the 
cedar.  Unfortunately ,  this 
would  still  not  be  of  help 
in  determining  the  dist¬ 
ance,  unless  the  actual 
size  of  the  "object"  were 
known.  He  watched  it  for 
an  unknown  length  of  time 
until  he  lost  sight  of  it 
as  it  appeared  to  near  the 
area  of  Red  Bay.  He  could 
not  distinguish  a  shape 
around  the  light,  or  a 
change  in  speed,  course  or 
altitude.  He  also  tumed 
off  the  radio,  but  could 
hear  no  noise  from  the 
"object."  The  evening  was 
very  still  and  quiet. 

He  didn't  think  too  much 
of  the  incident  until 
Brenda  and  Terry  arrived 
home  with  their  story,  and 
then  he  concluded  that  he 
had  seen  the  same  thing. 
There  is  no  proof,  of 
course,  that  it  was  the 
same  thing,  but  the  coin¬ 
cidence  is  provoking,  al- 
though  Tony  admitted  see- 
ing  no  colour  or  course 
change.  He  immediately 
climbed  into  the  car,  but 
ail  they  saw  about  half  an 
hour  later  was  a  small 
plane  which  droned  noisily 
on  its  way  in  a  northerly 
direction  toward  Wiarton. 

When  they  arrived  home 
again  Brenda  telephoned 
the  Wiarton  Airport,  but 
there  was  no  answer.  She 
then  contacted  the  Owen 
Sound  OPP  and  told  them 
the  story,  talking  with  a 
woman  dispatcher  for  ten 
to  fifteen  minutes.  She 
was  told  that  the  Wiarton 
detachment  of  the  OPP 
would  be  contacted.  Brenda 
then  notified  the  Wiarton 
Town  Police  of  the  sight- 
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ing,  and  they  suggested 
she  call  back  in  an  hour 
to  see  if  they  had  been 
able  to  détermine  what  it 
was  she  had  seen.  When  she 
did  call  back  she  was  in- 
formed  that  the  Owen  Sound 
OPP  had  been  notified  by 
them,  and  that  they  (Owen 
Sound  OPP)  had  called  Can- 
adian  Forces  Base  Trenton 
to  handle  the  case.  Brenda 
asked  if  anyone  else  had 
reported  the  UFO  and  was 
told  that  Owen  Sound  OPP 
had  had  several  other 
calls.  Naturally,  she  felt 
somewhat  relieved. 

So  far,  even  though 
three  police  detachments 
were  involved,  the  invest¬ 
igation  seemed  to  be  prog- 
ressing  satisfactorily . 
But  then  confusion  set  in. 
The  next  day  Brenda  called 
the  Owen  Sound  OPP  to  see 
how  things  were  progress- 
ing  only  to  be  told  that 
there  was  no  record  of 
Trenton  being  called,  un¬ 
less  the  Wiarton  OPP  had 
called  them  since  her  re¬ 
port  was  probably  trans- 
ferred  to  Wiarton.  She 
then  called  the  Wiarton 
OPP  who  confirmed  that  her 
report  had  been  transfer- 
red  to  them  by  Owen  Sound 
but  denied  that  Trenton 
had  been  called,  and  also 
informed  her  that  she  was 
the  only  person  to  hâve 
reported  the  UFO.  They  did 
affirm  that  Wiarton  OPP 
Constable  N**  had  invest- 
igated  the  area  of  the 
sighting,  but  with  négat¬ 
ive  results. 

Brenda,  obviously  upset 
at  these  developments, 
went  to  the  Wiarton  Town 
Police  that  evening  to  in- 
quire  further,  and  saw  a 
copy  of  the  report  which 
stated  that  "OPP  Owen 
Sound  notified,  who  con¬ 
firmed  similar  calls  and 
who  in  tum  notified  the 
Trenton  Air  Force  Base  who 
took  over  the  investigat¬ 


ion."  We  hâve  since  re- 
ceived  a  copy  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Occurrence  Report 
from  the  Wiarton  Town 
Police,  which  does  indeed 
contain  this  statement. 

We  hâve  also  obtained  a 
copy  of  the  report  of  the 
investigation  conducted  by 
the  Wiarton  OPP  from  the 
Constable  involved,  not 
Constable  N**,  as  Brenda 
was  informed,  but  Const¬ 
able  B**.  He  stated  as 
fol lows : 

"On  November  20,  1978  at 
approximately  8:50  PM,  I 
was  advised  by  Owen  Sound 
OPP  radio  dispatcher, 
(male  name  given) ,  that  he 
had  received  a  phone  call 
from  the  Wiarton  Police 
Department  reporting  a  UFO 
sighting  in  the  area  of 
Boat  Lake.  It  would  seem 
that  the  original  female 
Owen  Sound  dispatcher 
Brenda  spoke  with  did  not 
report  the  incident  to 
Wiarton  OPP.  It  was  not 
passed  on  to  the  Wiarton 
OPP  until  the  Wiarton  Town 
Police  notified  the  Owen 
Sound  OPP,  sparked  by 
Brenda' s  call  to  them 
after  she  spoke  to  the  fe¬ 
male  dispatcher  in  Owen 
Sound.  Confusing?  Recall 
the  wording  of  the  Wiarton 
Town  Police  report:  "OPP 
Owen  Sound  notified,  who 
confirmed  similar  calls..  " 
The  similar  calls.  must 
hâve  been  the  original 
call  Brenda  made  to  Owen 
Sound.  (We  could  not  con- 
firm  this  since  Owen  Sound 
OPP  did  not  respond  to  our 
request  for  further  infor¬ 
mation  on  this  case.)  It 
also  appears  that  neither 
detachment  notified  Trent¬ 
on,  since,  when  Tony  Hamer 
called  Trenton  on  November 
21  to  check  on  the  latest 
developments  he  was  told 
by  a  Captain  B**  that  they 
knew  nothing  of  the  incid¬ 
ent.  This  was  further  con¬ 
firmed  in  the  Wiarton  OPP 


report  from  Constable  B** 
who  wrote  "Owen  Sound  OPP 
has  no  record  of  having 
called  Trenton  but  somehow 
they  were  called  by  some¬ 
one  because  a  Cpl.  B** 
(should  read  Captain  B**) 
from  Trenton  called  our 
office  November  21st  to 
get  the  results  of  our  ob¬ 
servations  .  " 

And  what  were  those  re¬ 
sults?  Constable  B**'s  re¬ 
port  concludes :  "I  pro- 
ceeded  to  Boat  Lake  and 
made  a  complété  circuit  of 
the  lake.  I  did  not  ob¬ 
serve  anything  out  of  the 
ordinary.  I  then  advised 
Owen  Sound  OPP  of  this. 
Later  in  the  evening,  I 
contacted  Wiarton  Airport. 
They  advised  me  they  did 
not  hâve  radar  and  that 
they  had  not  received  any 
UFO  report." 

Of  course  they  hadn't. 
Brenda  received  no  answer 
when  she  called.  And  ob¬ 
viously,  by  the  time  Con¬ 
stable  B**  was  notified  of 
the  incident,  the  light  or 
object  or  whatever  it  was, 
had  long  since  disappear¬ 
ed.  Perhaps  if  Brenda  had 
called  the  authorities 
when  she  first  arrived  at 
her  friends'  house,  as  she 
had  original ly  intended, 
it  might  hâve  been  differ¬ 
ent,  but  ail  she  could 
think  of  at  the  moment  was 
to  get  someone  else  to  see 
what  it  was  she  and  her 
son  had  seen.  I  somehow 
doubt  that  it  would  hâve 
made  much  différence  any- 
how,  since  it  took  about 
50  minutes  for  her  sight¬ 
ing  report  to  eventually 
filter  through  to  Const¬ 
able  B**. 

As  for  the  other  wit- 
nesses  at  the  bridge,  by 
the  time  Brenda,  Terry, 
and  their  two  friends  arr¬ 
ived  back,  they  were  gone. 
And  it  has  been  impossible 
to  locate  them  since  in 
the  excitement  of  the 
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moment  Brenda  didnft  get 
their  names  or  the  licence 
number  of  the  Jeep-like 
vehicle  they  were  driving. 

A  week  following  the 
incident,  Brenda  heard  of 
our  organization  and  con- 
tacted  me.  (Luckily  I  was 
in  Owen  Sound  at  the  time 
being  interviewed  on  the 
local  radio  station) .  In 
the  course  of  following  up 
the  case  I  talked  with 
Captain  B**  at  Trenton, 
but  he  could  not  throw  any 
additional  light  on  what 
had  happened.  After  check- 
ing  with  Ottawa  he  inform- 
ed  me  that  ,fall  reported 
UFO  incidents  are  filed  in 
the  non-meteoritic  files 
at  NRC*  s  Dept.  of  Planet- 
ary  Sciences,”  something 
most  Canadian  UFO  resear- 
chers  already  know.  When  I 
was  in  Ottawa  in  June  of 
this  year  I  checked  these 
files.  Brenda  Nicol*s 
sighting  had  not  been  re- 
corded,  at  least,  not  in 
those  files. 

PRIMROSE 


The  third  in  this  sériés 
of  strangely  behaving  noc- 
tumal  lights  seems  to  be 
almost  explainable  except 
for  a  couple  of  puzzling 
aspects  which  le  ave  some 
element  of  doubt.  If  what 
probably  appears  to  be  the 
cause  of  this  sighting  was 
indeed  the  cause,  it  is 
nevertheless  an  interest- 
ing  case  in  that  it  is  a 
good  example  of  how  a 
source  of  light  several 
miles  away  can  appear  to 
an  intelligent,  well-mean- 
ing,  and  quite  disceming 
individual,  under  what 
could  only  hâve  been  pec- 
uliar  localized  meteorol- 
ogical  conditions.  This, 
in  spite  of  assurance  from 
the  meteorological  office 
that  nothing  abnormal  was 


apparent  at  that  time,  nor 
did  the  witness  notice  any 
strange  weather  condit¬ 
ions  . 

Mr.  Jim  Bader  left  his 
home  in  Shelburne,  Ontario 
shortly  before  7:00  on  the 
morning  of  Monday,  Decem- 
ber  11,  1978.  In  a  few 

minutes  he  was  heading 
east  along  Highway  89  to- 
ward  Primrose  where  he  was 
to  tum  south  on  Highway 
10.  Just  before  reaching 
Highway  10  he  noticed  a 
couple  of  lights  rising 
above  some  trees  growing 
on  a  noticeable  hill  ahead 
of  him  on  the  left  (north) 
side  of  Hwy.  89,  beyond 
the  Hwy.  10  junction.  He 
pulled  off  the  road,  rol- 
led  down  his  window,  shut 
off  his  engine  and 
watched.  The  lights,  y ey- 
lowish-orange  in  colour, 
rose  slowly  to  an  estimât - 
ed  15  to  20  degrees  in  the 
sky  and  then  fell  slowly 
behind  the  trees  again. 
There  was  no  sound,  the 
morning  was  still  and 
overcast.  Daylight  had  not 
yet  broken.  As  he  watched 
the  lights  disappearing 
behind  the  trees  he  no¬ 
ticed  two  more  similar 
lights,  spaced  farther 
apart,  "corne  on”  above  the 
trees.  They,  too,  came 
down  to  within  tree-top 
level  and  held  their  pos¬ 
ition  for  a  while,  then 
went  below  the  tree-line, 
glowing  behind  the  trees, 
and  soon  disappeared. 

Puzzled,  he  started  his 
car  again  and  tumed  south 
on  Hwy.  10.  He  had  barely 
t rave  lied  a  few  hundred 
yards  when  he  noticed,  in 
his  rear-view  mirror,  two 
bright  yellow- orange 

lights  again.  Looking  back 
over  his  shoulder,  he  no¬ 
ticed  they  were  of  ”fair 
size”  and  exhibited  the 
same  intensity  of  bright- 
ness  across  their  complété 
diameters.  He  again  pulled 


his  car  to  the  side  of  the 
road  and  watched.  The 
lights  rose  above  the 
trees  as  before;  one  re- 
mained  up  while  the  other 
came  down,  going  behind 
the  trees  again.  He  no¬ 
ticed  that  it  "lit  up  the 
whole  area  of  trees  with 
an  eerie  orange-yellow 
glow.”  Then  both  lights 
faded. 

He  needed  gasoline  for 
his  car,  so  he  started 
down  the  highway  again, 
but  out  of  curiosity 
stopped  at  the  top  of  a 
hill  about  half  a  mile 
south  of  Hwy.  89.  Again  he 
saw  two  more  lights  which, 
if  they  had  been  direct ly 
over  the  trees  in  quest¬ 
ion,  would  hâve  been  about 
800-1000  feet  in  altitude. 
They  slowly  fell  to  about 
100  to  150  feet  above  the 
trees  and  seemed  to  hover. 
As  he  watched  they  started 
getting  bigger  and  bright- 
er,  as  if  they  were  app- 
roaching  him.  He  could  see 
no  solid  structure  between 
them.  Slightly  alarmed,  he 
took  off  down  the  highway 
to  the  gas  station  on  the 
other  side  of  the  hill, 
telling  his  story  to  the 
attendant.  It  was  shortly 
after  7:00  AM. 

After  he  had  filled  up 
he  noticed  day  was  break- 
ing  and  feeling  a  little 
bolder,  he  returned  up 
the  highway  to  the  last 
place  he  had  stopped,  but 
saw  nothing.  He  continued 
on  his  way  to  work  and 
called  U. P.  Investigations 
Research  Inc.  ,  later  that 
evening. 

When  we  met  Jim  Bader 
later  that  week  at  his 
home  in  Shelburne  we  dis- 
covered  that  he  was  a 
glider  pilot,  familiar 
with  planes  and  their 
lights  as  well  as  with  the 
appear  an  ce  of  fl  ares,  and 
he  was  certain  that  what 
he  had  seen  could  not  be 
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accounted  for  by  any  of 
these  causes.  We  visited 
the  area  of  the  sighting, 
followed  through  his  act¬ 
ions  of  the  morning  of 
December  11,  and  confirmed 
his  estimate  of  15  to  20 
degrees  for  the  maximum 
élévation  of  the  lights. 

On  retuming  to  his 
house  we  talked  to  his 
wife  and  were  told  that 
three  co-workers  of  hers 
in  Dundalk  had  left  their 
home  in  Markdale  at  5:00 
AM  to  drive  to  work  on 
December  11  and  had  been 
frightened  by  two  round, 
bright  orange  lights  that 
had  suddenly  appeared  from 
behind  a  barn  on  the  east 
side  of  Hwy.  10.  Unfortun- 
ately,  they  refused  to 
talk  further  about  the 
incident  to  anyone. 

Another  witness  in  Prim¬ 
rose  had  been  called  to 
the  window  at  6:00  AM  by 
her  son,  and  saw  two  or¬ 
ange  balls  of  light  in  the 
same  direction  reported  by 
Jim  Bader.  The  son  had 
taken  a  photograph  which 
unfortunately  didn*t  tum 
out.  They  noticed  several 
cars  pulled  off  the  high¬ 
way  at  that  time,  appar- 
ently  watching  the  lights. 

Canadian  Forces  Base 
Borden  is  about  sixteen 
miles  beyond  Primrose  in 
the  general  direction  in 
which  the  lights  were  ob- 
served,  so  we  contacted 
them  and  were  told  that 
they  were  involved  in  a 
training  exercise  simulât - 
ing  a  downed -plane  res  eue 
during  the  early  morning 
hours  of  December  11.  The 
reply  to  our  enquiry  reads 
as  follows:  "The  exercise 
commenced  shortly  after 
3:00  AM  and  ended  by  10:00 
AM  on  11  December.  During 
the  hours  of  darkness  two 
CCI  30  Hercules  aircraft 
were  involved,  one  orbit- 
ing  at  approximately  4500 
ft  AGL  and  the  other 


orbiting  at  1000  to  2000ft 
AGL.  The  aircraft  had 
normal  lighting  and  did 
not  use  any  spécial  lights 
or  landing  lights. 

From  approximately  3:30 
AM  until  shortly  after 
dawn,  about  one  hundred 
flares  were  dropped  and, 
with  only  a  few  lapses, 
a  continuous  light  was 
provided  in  the  exercise 
area.  The  flares,  which 
hâve  a  burning  time  of 
five  minutes,  ignited  at 
4000  ft  AGL  and  bumed  out 
at  approximately  1500  ft 
AGL.  To  provide  a  contin¬ 
uous  light,  one  or  two 
flares  were  dropped  about 
every  four  and  a  half  min¬ 
utes  with  the  resuit  that 
as  many  as  four  flares 
were  burning  at  one  time. 

The  flares  produced  a 
white  to  pale  yellow 
light  of  2,000,000  candie 
power.  At  a  distance,  at- 
mospheric  conditions  can 
produce  unusual  effects. 
The  light  can  be  of  a  dif¬ 
ferent  colour,  the  light 
source  may  appear  large r 
and  the  light  can  flicker 
or  pulsate. 

The  exercise  activity 
centred  on  latitude  44° 
15  *N ,  longitude  79°  57*W 

in  the  CFB  Borden  training 
area. The  orbiting  aircraft 
stayed  within  a  radius  of 
approximately  five  naut- 
ical  miles  from  that  point 
while  the  flares  bumed 
within  a  radius  of  one 
nautical  mile." 

This  seemed  to  explain 
what  it  was  that  ail  the 
witnesses  had  seen.  But 
there  were  still  a  few 
questions  to  be  consider- 
ed;  also  Jim  Bader  was  ad- 
amant  in  his  opinion  that 
what  he  had  seen  were  not 
flares.  He  had  a  point. 
CFB  Borden  stated  the 
flares  were  "droyyed. . .iq- 
nited  at  4000  ft  AGL  (ab¬ 
ove  ground  level) and  bum¬ 
ed  out  at  approximately 


1500  ft  AGL.  "  But  the 
lights  Mr.  Bader  saw  first 
were  " rising  above  some 
trees... rose  slcwly  to  an 
estimated  15  to  20  degrees 
in  the  sky  and  then  fell 
s lowly  behind  the  trees 
again.  "  This  happened  not 
once  but  twice.  When  he 
was  stopped  on  Hwy.  10 
" the  lights  rose  above  the 
trees  as  before.  "  Why 
would  flares  dropped  from 
a  Diane  rise  first?  Even 
if  they  were  initially 
projected  up  from  the 
plane  (which  was  flying  at 
about  4500ft  AGL)  they  did 
not  ignite  until  they  had 
fallen  to  4000  ft  AGL. 

A  second  interesting 
point  is  the  élévation  to 
which  Jim  Bader  saw  the 
lights  rise.  Since  CFB 
Borden  is  about  16  miles 
from  Primrose,  a  little 
elementary  trigonometry 
reveals  that  an  altitude 
of  4000  ft  AGL  would  be 
équivalent  to  an  élévation 
of  only  three  degrees  to 
an  observer  16  miles  away, 
nowhere  near  the  15  to  20 
degrees  reported  by  Bader. 
Could  he  hâve  been  that 
far  off  in  his  estimate? 
This  also  assumes  the  wit¬ 
ness  is  at  the  same  élév¬ 
ation  as  ground  level  be- 
neath  the  light  source.  A 
topographical  map  of  the 
région  reveals  that  Prim¬ 
rose  is  around  500  feet 
higher  that  CFB  Borden.  In 
addition,  there  was  a  no¬ 
ticeable  treed  hill  inter- 
fering  with  Bader*  s  line 
of  sight  in  the  direction 
of  CFB  Borden.  Ail  of  this 
should  hâve  served  to 
cause  the  apparent  élévat¬ 
ion  of  the  maximum  height 
of  the  flares  to  be  less 
than  three  degrees,  and 
perhaps  to  be  not  even 
visible  from  Primrose  at 
ail. 

Furthermore,  the  lights 
Bader  saw  "lit  up  the 
whole  area  of  trees  with

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"I  am  s o  happy  someone 
is  finally  studying... 
UFOs.  Now  I  can  tell...of 
my  expérience. .. an  encoun- 
ter  in  1967  with  UFO  oc¬ 
cupants..."  (p.  19).  Mrs. 
Betty  Ann  Andreasson  wrote 
these  words  to  Dr.  J.  Al¬ 
len  Hynek  in  August  1975, 
and  The  Andreasson  Affair 
is  the  resuit  of  the  ext¬ 
ensive  investigation  which 
eventually  followed.  It  is 
a  very  interesting,  super- 
bly  illustrated,  though 
somewhat  unsettling  book 
about  a  most  unusual  UFO 
abduction  case  (which  is 
sometimes  referred  to  as  a 
close  encounter  of  the 
fourth  kind  -  CE  IV) .  Most 
of  the  book  consists  of 
Betty  Andreasson' s  detail- 
ed  Verbatim  account ,  rel- 
ated  mainly  under  régress¬ 
ive  hypnosis,  of  her  in- 
triguing  and  sometimes 
frightening  abduction  ex¬ 
périence.  At  âge  30  she 
was  allegedly  abducted 
from  her  home  in  South 
Ashbumham,  Massachusetts, 
onto  a  UFO  craft  for  about 
four  hours  commencing  a- 
round  6:30  p.m.  on  January 
25th,  1967  (a  year  of  many 
UFO  reports).  Betty' s  par¬ 
ents  and  her  eldest  child 
Becky,  then  aged  11,  also 
witnessed  the  beginning  of 
the  abduction  expérience. 

Like  other  UFO  abductees 
Betty  Andreasson  had  al- 
most  no  cons Ci ou s  memory 
of  the  details  of  her  ex¬ 
périence.  She  vague ly  re- 


called  the  initial  appear- 
ance  of  four,  perhaps  five 
bizzare,  gnomish  entities 
in  her  living  room,  and  as 
the  years  passed  she  real- 
ized  that  something  very 
unusual  had  happened  to 
her.  She  had  a  "hazy  yet 
vivid"  recollection 

(p.  18)  of  the  expérience, 
including  of  a  "pulsating 
light"  (p.  132) .  Becky 
later  thought  that  her  own 
vague  recollections  of  her 
mother's  temporary  départ - 
ure  were  a  bad  dream,  but 
a  very  real  one. 

After  seeing  a  local 
newspaper  article  about 
the  Center  for  UFO  Studies 
in  August  1975  Betty  wrote 
to  Dr.  Hynek,  the  Center 's 
director.  Her  request  - 
actually  a  plea  -  for  as¬ 
sistance  was  later  for- 
warded  to  Ted  Bloecher, 
co-chairman  with  David 
Webb  of  the  Humanoid  Study 
Group,  which  is  associated 
with  the  Mutual  UFO  Net¬ 
work,  Inc.  (MUFON) ,  one  of 
the  major  private 

U.S.-based  UFO  investigat¬ 
ion  organizations .  Some 
of  MUFON 's  investigators 
in  Massachusetts  subsequ- 
ently  were  asked  to  pursue 
the  case.  Ray  Fowler,  the 
book 's  author,  joined  the 
investigative  team  after 
this  case  appeared  to  be 
both  interesting  and  créd¬ 
ible.  A  longtime  and  res- 
pected  UFO  investigator, 
Fowler  is  the  author  of 
UFOs  :  Interplanetary  Visit- 


ors  (Jéricho,  N.  Y.:  Ex¬ 
position  Press,  1974,  and 
soon  to  be  published  in 
softcover  by  Prentice- 
Hall)  ,  and  editor  of  the 
MUFON  Field  Investigator’ s 
Manual  (2nd  ed.;  Seguin, 
Texas:  MUFON,  1975).  His 
extensive  familiarity  with 
UFO  encounter  cases  in- 
cludes  the  classic  incid¬ 
ent  which  became  the  sub- 
ject  of  John  G.  Fuller's 
bestselling  paperback  In¬ 
cident  at  Exe  ter  (New 
York:  G.  P.  Putnam's  Sons, 
1966) .  Ray  Fowler  opérâtes 
the  Woodside  Planétarium 
and  Observatory  in  Wenham, 
Massachusetts . 

Most  of  The  Andreasson 
Affair  présents  Verbatim 
transcriptions  (from  Fow- 
ler's  528  page  confident- 
ial  report  of  the  case)  of 
the  questions  asked  and 
Betty 's,  and  much  less 
frequently  Becky 's,  res- 
ponses  when  under  régress¬ 
ive  hypnosis.  Verbatim  ac- 
counts  are  also  provided 
from  the  investigators' 
debriefing  discussions 
(which  contain  much  impor¬ 
tant  information)  held 
with  them  at  the  end  of 
each  hypnosis  session. 
Fowler  intersperses  lucid 
narrative  expl anation  and 
comment  in  order  to  prov¬ 
ide  clarity  and  continu- 
ity.  The  hypnosis  sessions 
were  conducted  on  14  sep- 
arate  occasions  between 
April,  and  July  1977  under 
the  supervision  of  Dr.

Harold  J.  Edelstein,  di¬ 
rector  of  the  New  Engl  and 
Institute  of  Hypnosis  in 
Wakefield,  Massachusetts. 
Even  the  printed  word  can 
partly  convey  the  anxiety 
and  sometimes  outright 
terror  Betty  felt  when  re- 
lating  the  more  bizarre 
aspects  of  her  expérience. 

Under  hypnosis  Mrs.  And¬ 
reasson  recalled  her  1967 
abduction  expérience  as 
including  (apparently)  her 
undergoing  a  sometimes 
painful  medical  examinat¬ 
ion  on  a  UFO  craft ;  a 
strange  visit  somewhere  in 
Magonialand;  observance  of 
the  death  and  rebirth  of 
the  huge  legendary  eagle- 
like  bird  called  Phoenix; 
receipt  of  a  message  of 
salvation  intended  for 
mankind,  and  being  given  a 
thin  b  lue  book  (but  only 
for  ten  days) .  Several  as¬ 
pects  of  her  expérience, 
including  the  nature  of 
the  message  for  the  world, 
contained  startling  relig- 
ious  overtones  (perhaps 
reflecting  her  strong  con¬ 
victions  as  a  fundamental- 
ist  Christian) .  There  are 
also  hints  of  an  earlier 
abduction  by  the  same  ent¬ 
ities  and  that  they  at 
least  once  interceded  into 
Betty 's  statements  under 
régressive  hypnosis,  also 
that  their  subséquent  in¬ 
terférence  in  her  life  may 
hâve  caused  a  family  trag- 
edy.  After  Betty 's  per- 
ceived  expériences  are  re- 
lated  the  author  briefly 
compares  13  different  asp¬ 
ects  of  it  with  those  of 
other  UFO  CE  III  abduction 
and  other  cases .  The  book 
contains  an  easily  read- 
able  typeset,  an  excellent 
index,  a  good  bibliography 
and  40  detailed  illustrat¬ 
ions  provided  (after  post- 
hypnotic  suggestions)  by 
Betty  Andreasson  -  an  ex¬ 
cellent  amateur  artist  - 
about  her  captors,  their 


craft,  and  other  aspects 
of  her  abduction  expér¬ 
ience. 

Several  examples  are 
provided  of  the  investig¬ 
ators'  research  to  estab- 
lish  impressive  credibil- 
ity  of  the  witnesses  and 
vérification  of  aspects  of 
the  reported  expérience. 
The  investigators  were 
able  to  identify  the  day 
and  approximate  time  dur¬ 
ation  of  the  abduction  ex¬ 
périence,  also  the  prev- 
ailing  weather  conditions, 
that  a  certain  télévision 
program  was  shown  local ly 
an  hour  or  two  before  the 
abduction  began,  and  that 
a  power  failure  occurred 
in  South  Ashbumham,  Mass, 
that  day.  They  also  est- 
ablished  that  Betty  and 
Becky  were  well  regarded 
in  their  community,  and 
facilitated  Betty 's  volun- 
tarily  taking  a  psychiat¬ 
rie  interview.  Fowler 
writes  that  "the  doctor 
found  no  symptoms  of  act¬ 
ive  thought  disorders  or 
obvious  psychiatrie  prob- 
lems"  (pp.  209-10).  The 
first  appendix  discusses 
and  graphically  illust¬ 
râtes  responses  to  quest¬ 
ions  in  a  psychological 
stress  evaluator  (PSE) 
test  taken  by  Betty  And¬ 
reasson.  Becky  also  took 
such  a  test,  and  Fowler 
cites  the  certified  PSE 
analyst  who  administered 
these  tests,  Enerst  C. 
Reid,  as  concluding  that 
Betty  and  Becky  "were  tel- 
ling  the  truth  with  reg¬ 
ard  to  the  1967  incident." 
Reid!s  report  also  said: 
"It  is  extremely  unusual.. 
.that  we  would  render  an 
opinion  as  definitive  as 
we  would  in  this  particul- 
ar  instance,"  and  "in  the 
opinion  of  this  analyst 
the  results  are  conclus¬ 
ive"  (pp.  210-11) . 

The  book  exhibits  sev¬ 
eral  weaknesses  in  spite 


of  these  indications  of 
thorough,  competent  inves¬ 
tigation  and  vérification. 
Notably,  it  deals  inadequ- 
ately  with  the  most  impor¬ 
tant  research  question. 
Fowler  provides  some  dis¬ 
cussion  in  Appendix  B  ab¬ 
out  the  use  of  hypnosis  as 
an  investigative  technique 
in  UFO  research  and  in 
police  work.  Curiously, 
however,  he  does  not  refer 
either  there  or  in  the 
bibliography  to  the  pub¬ 
lished  writings  by  Dr.  Al- 
vin  H.  Lawson  -  in  the 
Proceedings  of  the  19  76 
CUFOS  Conférence  and  in 
the  1977  MUFON  UFO  Sympos¬ 
ium  Proceedings  -  which 
raise  serious  questions 
concerning  the  reliability 
and  validity  of  informat¬ 
ion,  secured  through  rég¬ 
ressive  hypnosis,  about 
the  objective  reality  of 
alleged  UFO  abduction  ex¬ 
périences  . 

Another  important  omiss¬ 
ion  is  the  absence  of  dis¬ 
cussion  about  the  implic¬ 
ations  of  the  significant 
emotional  stress  Betty  An¬ 
dreasson  experienced  prior 
to  and  just  before  the  ab¬ 
duction  and  increasingly 
so  for  ten  years  until, 
and  after,  she  related  her 
perception  of  it  under 
hypnosis  in  1977.  On  Dec- 
ember  23,  1966,  five  weeks 
before  her  abduction,  her 
husband  James  had  been 
severely  injured  in  an 
automobile  accident  and 
was  in  intensive  care  and 
traction  in  hospital  for 
several  months.  On  January 
23,  1967  -  four  days  bef¬ 
ore  Betty1 s  abduction  -  he 
was  transferred  to  a  hos¬ 
pital  too  far  away  for 
Betty  to  visit  him  daily, 
as  she  had  done  since  the 
accident.  Moreover,  owing 
to  their  longstanding  in- 
creasing  marital  tension 
Betty  was  under  emotional 
stress  for  some  time  prior 
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to  the  1967  incident,  and 
also  subsequently  until 
and  beyond  the  period  of 
the  hypnosis  sessions  in 
1977.  She  and  her  husband 
separated  late  in  1975  or 
in  1976  (Fowler  does  not 
indicate  exactly  when)  and 
Betty  had  to  raise  the 
seven  children  alone, 
though  she  had  been  rec- 
eiving  help  from  her  par¬ 
ents.  During  the  four 
month  period  of  the  hyp¬ 
nosis  sessions  she  was 
planning  the  familyfs  move 
to  Florida  in  search  of  a 
better  life.  These  cir- 
cumstances  of  human  trag- 
edy  obviously  caused  Betty 
considérable  emotional 
stress  but,  unfortunately , 
Fowler  does  not  discuss 
their  possible  effect  on 
either  the  abduction  ex¬ 
périence  and/or  her  inter¬ 
prétation  of  it  ten  years 
later.  Another  omission 
about  information  obtained 
under  hypnotic  régression 
is  the  absence  of  discuss¬ 
ion  about  the  probable  re- 
liability  of  details  re- 
called  such  a  long  time 
-  ten  years  -  after  the 
incident,  including  Verb¬ 
atim  télépathie  conversat¬ 
ions  with  the  humanoids 
(pgs.  32,129). 

Other  important  research 
issues  are  not  discussed. 
We  are  told  that  after  the 
1967  expérience  Betty  read 
”books  and  articles  on 
UFOs”  and  that  much  of 
this  material  appeared  to 
be  from  ”obviously . . .un- 
critical  UFO  literature 
(p.  181).  Fowler  says  that 
Bettyfs  letter  to  Dr.  Hy- 
nek  indicates  this  but  the 
portion  cited  does  not 
contain  this  information. 
Inexplicably ,  the  entire 
letter  is  not  reproduced 
as  an  appendix.  To  what 
extent  might  Betty1 s  read- 
ing  of  such  UFO  literature 
hâve  influenced  her  sub¬ 
séquent  inte  rpret  at ion , 
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under  hypnosis  and  other- 
wise,  of  her  UFO  abduction 
expérience?  (Betty  appar- 
ently  had  no  interest  in 
or  knowledge  of  UFOs  prior 
to  her  1967  expérience.) 
Yet  another  question  is  if 
any  research  was  under- 
taken  to  try  to  identify 
the  eagle-like  insignia  on 
the  entities1  clothes. 

Addition al  weaknesses 
are  that  the  book  does  not 
provide  any  indication  of 
attempts  which  may  or  may 
not  hâve  been  made  to 
identify  a  few  other  spéc¬ 
ifie  aspects  of  Bettyfs 
expérience  which  can  be 
subjected  to  at  least  some 
objective  vérification . 
Did  the  investigators  try 
to  find  linguists  to  iden¬ 
tify  Betty1 s  speech  in  ^a 
s  t  r  an  ge  un  r  e  co  gn  i  z  ab  1  e 

though  perhaps  intellig¬ 
ible  language  (see  pp. 
138,  140,  157)?  Could  a 
medical  examination  -  even 
ten  years  after  the  fact  - 
confirm  if  a  small  ”BB- 
shaped  object”  had  been 
inserted  into  the  back  of 
her  nose  prior  to  1967  and 
removed  that  year  (see 
pp.  57-58,  183)?  Could  any 
link  be  established  bet- 
ween  the  André  as son  family 
and  Betty1 s  automat ic  wri- 
ting  of  Mstrange  symbols" 
which  were  ”found  to  be 
very  similar  to  the  so- 
called  spirit  writing 
practiced  by  the  Shakers, 
an  early  American  relig- 
ious  sect”  (p.  189)?  Why 
was  an  illustration  not 
provided  of  Betty1 s  draw- 
ing  of  the  Mstrange 
script”  in  the  thin  b  lue 
book  (see  p.  153)?  In  any 
subséquent  édition  of  The 
Andréas  son  Affair  this  re- 
viewer  would  hope  that 
these  and  any  other  un  ans - 
wered  questions  or  issues 
would  be  discussed. 

Fowler  stated  in  the 
first  chapter  that  Betty 
and  Becky  ”believed”  that 


Betty1 s  abduction  expér¬ 
ience  actually  ”happened” 
and  that  he  does  too 
(p.  21).  Even  if  the  read¬ 
er  concurs  (and  there  app- 
ears  to  be  no  reason  not 
to)  we  are  ail  nonetheless 
still  in  the  dark  as  to 
the  ultimate  reality  of 
Betty1 s  expérience.  (But 
this  is  in  the  nature  of 
such  genuine  UFO  abduction 
and  other  cases.)  Was  it  a 
real  physical  happening? 
If  so,  who  and/or  what 
caused  it?  Extra-terrest- 
rial  visitors?  Aliens  from 
another  dimension  or 
realm?  Or,  was  it  a  psy- 
chical  or  paranormal  ex¬ 
périence?  Something  else? 
A  combination  of  these? 
Such  questions  are  crucial 
b e cause  of  the  many  ”high 
strangeness”  features  of 
this  case.  Towards  the  end 
of  the  hypnotic/ debriefing 
sessions  Dr.  Edelstein  of- 
fered  this  view:  "I  think 
there  is  substance  here, 
but  it  can’t  be  pushed  be- 
cause  you1 11  frighten  her. 
...I  donft  know  if  you  can 
believe  everything,  but  I 
believe  wholeheartedly 
that  in  many  instances, 
she  believes  what  she1 s 
telling  you”...(pp.  161- 

62) .  Ray  Fowler  does  not 
draw  any  conclusion (s)  ab¬ 
out  the  ultimate  reality 
of  Betty  Andreasson1 s  ex¬ 
périence  though  he  frequ- 
ently,  perhaps  inadvert- 
ently,  used  terms  or  rhet- 
orical  questions  which  im- 
ply  that  he  feels  that  it 
was  caused  by  extra-terr- 
estrial  visitation  -  i.e., 
visitors  from  another 
planet.  His  most  important 
concluding  remark  is  that 
the  major  research  quest¬ 
ion  is  unresolved:  ”Just 
how  much  of  the  André asson 
Affair  corresponds  to  phy¬ 
sical  reality  remains  a 
matter  for  continued  study 
and  spéculation”  (p.  204)  . 

One  lesson  from  this

which  Betty  was  taken. 
Also,  the  feeling  of 
floating  was  again  des- 
cribed.  Betty  found  her- 
self  floating  several 
inches  above  the  ground. 
Her  legs  felt  strange;  in 
fact  her  whole  body  felt 
weightless . 

Another  peculiarity  no- 
ticed  by  Armstrong  was 
that  at  one  point  he 
thought  he  saw  one  of  the 
beings  go  through  a  wall, 
but  he  remarked  that  there 
must  hâve  been  a  door. 
Well  maybe  there  wasn't, 
for  Andreasson  reported 
the  same  thing.  "He  was 
s  tarting  out  the  door,  and. 
I  was  g oing  through  the 
same  thing,  the  wood,  that 
they  were.  "  (p33)  But  if 
they  can  walk  through 
wall s  one  might  wonder  why 
they  need  doors  on  their 
'craft'.  Betty  was  told 
"they  hâve  me  tais  they 
oannot  penetrate."  (pl44) 

It  was  suspected  that 
during  the  Schirmer  and 
Armstrong  régression  ses¬ 
sions  the  percipients  were 
being  directly  contacted 
at  one  point  by  the  entit¬ 
ies  involved  in  their  res¬ 
pective  encounters.  This 
was  even  more  apparent  in 
Betty  Andreasson' s  régres¬ 
sion.  During  one  of  the 
sessions  ,rher  face  heoame 
contorted.  It  looked  as  if 
she  were  struggling 
against  some one  or  some¬ 
thing  that  was  taking  oon- 
trol  of  her  speech  facil- 
ities . "  (pl37)  When  asked 
if  she  felt  the  entities 
were  controlling  her  words 
at  that  moment  she  replied 
that  they  were,  and  that 
they  were  also  restraining 
her  arms ,  hands  and  feet 
which  had  become  numb. 

Finally,  Betty  was  told 
that  many  other  people  had 
been  taken  on  board  and 
examined.  One  wonders  who 


were  the  children  that 
Gerry  Armstrong  saw  while 
he  was  in  the  dôme  shaped 
structure  during  his  en- 
counter . 

There  are  many  other 
similarities  among  various 
alleged  UFO  abduction 
cases  but  we  must  exercise 
caution  when  determining 
their  significance  since 
there  are  just  as  many 
dissimilarities.  What  does 
it  ail  mean?  Looking  at 
the  Armstrong  case  by  it- 
self  it  is  possible  to 
interpret  it  as  either  a 
projection  or  an  abduction 
and  perhaps  not  be  overly 
concemed  with  the  mechan- 
i es .  But  in  view  of  the 
reported  number  of  this 
type  of  incident  the  mech- 
anics  of  the  contact,  in 
my  opinion,  take  on  a 
greater  significance.  The 
analysis  and  évaluation  of 
such  cases  should  there- 
fore  be  of  top  priori ty  to 
researchers,  and  co-oper- 
ation  should  be  sought 
from  scientists  of  ail 
disciplines  toward  achiev- 
ing  some  much  needed  prog- 
ress  in  this  field. 

Even  though  it  is  im¬ 
possible  in  the  Armstrong 
case  to  compile  any  fur- 
ther  physical  evidence  to 
indicate  he  actually  ex- 
perienced  a  UFO  abduction, 
this  should  nevertheless 
be  a  primary  objective  in 
ail  future  such  incidents. 
Evidence  such  as  this, 
along  with  a  greater  un- 
derstanding  of  the  rôle 
played  by  hypnotic  time 
régression,  will  g0  a  long 
way  toward  demonstrating 
whether  indeed  alien  be¬ 
ings  are  inter-relating 
with  certain  humans.  The 
monumental  question  then 
becomes  "Why?"  %

be  better  directed  towards 
trying  to  get  different 
groups  of  scientists  to 
study  the  UFO  enigma  in- 
dependently  of  the  United 
Nations  ? 

Regardless  of  whatever 
UN  study  or  action,  if 
any,  develops  as  a  resuit 
of  Grenada's  initiative 
and  the  UFO  experts'  pré¬ 
sentations  to  the  UN  Spéc¬ 
ial  Political  Committee  a 
useful  beginning  has  been 
made  in  pressing  the  case 
for  a  major  international 
scientific  study  of  the 
persistent  worldwide  UFO 
phenomenon .

an  eerie  orange-yellow 
glow."  This  should  not  be 
the  case  with  a  source  of 
light  sixteen  miles  away, 
even  if  it  is  2,000,000 
candie  power,  unless  there 
were  some  peculiar  weather 
conditions  such  as  a  temp¬ 
érature  inversion  causing 
a  wild  index  of  refract¬ 
ion  . 

A  bright  light  through 
sixteen  miles  of  atmos¬ 
phère  would  take  on  the 
ye llowish -orange  colour 
reported  by  Bader.  In  fact 
it  should  hâve  been  more 
reddish-orange .  It  could 
also  appear  larger  and 
might  pulsate,  as  he  re¬ 
ported  in  one  instance. 
The  next  step  was  to  est- 
ablish  the  meteorological 
conditions  on  that  morn- 
ing.  Jim  Bader  recalled  it 
was  still  and  overcast. 

Gene  Duret,  our  meteor¬ 
ological  consultant  check- 
ed  with  the  weather  office 
at  Toronto  International 
Airport  and  obtained  the 
weather  conditions  for 
that  moming  as  recorded 
at  Mount  Forest,  thirty 
miles  west  of  Primrose. 
This  is  the  closest  weath¬ 
er  station  to  Primrose, 
but  a  check  with  other 


nearby  stations  revealed 
fairly  uniform  readings. 
The  official  report  at 
7:00  AM  was  cloudy,  with 
2h  miles  visibility,  scat- 
tered  snow  flurries  and  a 
measured  2200  ft  ceiling. 
There  was  certainly  no 
température  inversion  and 
no  index  of  refraction 
which  could  cause  the  wit- 
ness  to  see  the  flares 
directly.  The  possibility 
of  direct  observation 
could  now  be  eliminated 
anyway,  with  a  measured 
ceiling  of  2200  ft. 

If  what  Jim  Bader  saw 
was  indeed  the  CFB  Borden 
flares  some  extremely 
strange  reflections  from 
the  cloud  cover  were  in- 
volved.  I  like  to  think 
that  I  could  tell  the  dif¬ 
férence  between  a  direct 
source  of  light  and  a 
cloud  reflection,  espec- 
ially  if  there  were  sever- 
al  instances  in  a  row  to 
expérience  as  there  were 
with  Jim  Bader*s  sighting. 
And  what  about  the  sight¬ 
ing  made  by  the  three 
women  from  Markdale?  Mark- 
dale  is  about  40  miles 
from  CFB  Borden. 

Even  though  the  times  of 
the  sightings  and  the  high 
number  of  lights  involved 
seem  to  correlate  to  the 
CFB  Borden  exercise,  I  for 
one  cannot  conclude  with 
certainty  that  that  was 
what  the  witnesses  obser- 
ved.  Jim  Bader  certainly 
doesn*t  think  so.  But  if 
that  isn*t  the  explan- 
ation,  what  is?  #

case  is  clear;  UFO  invest- 
igators  should  note 
Betty* s  expectation  of 
them.  She  described  her 
feeling  after  she  asked 
Dr.  Hynek  to  investigate 
her  bewilderment : 

,,...here*s  somebody  that 
really  is  interested  in 
finding  out  about  it... 


They  are  really  going  to 
spend  time  searching  out 
the  thing.  I  felt  relieved 
...”  (p .  134)  .  How  many 
other  Betty  Andreassons 
are  still  looking  for 
qualified  people  with  whom 
to  share  similar  unsett- 
ling  expériences  (see  p. 
146)? 

Notwithstanding  its 
shortcomings  this  reviewer 
highly  recommends  The  And- 
reasson  Affair  to  both  UFO 
researchers  and  the  gener¬ 
al  public.  Dr.  Hynek*s  in¬ 
troduction  foretells  the 
reader  that  it  ,fis  a  book 
that  will  captivate,  both- 
er,  intrigue,  and  even 
frighten  as  one  pursues  it 
and  contemplâtes  its  impl¬ 
ications"  (p.  9) .  The  book 
does  ail  this,  and  more. 
It  may  be  the  best  invest- 
igated,  reported  known  UFO 
abduction  case  and  is  pos- 
sibly  the  one  most  extens¬ 
ive  ly  written  up  and  pub- 
lished  since  the  classic 
well  known  case  of  Betty 
and  Barney  Hill,  which  was 
the  subject  of  John 
Fui 1er  *s  bestselling 

paperback  The  Inter rupted 
Joumey  (New  York:  Dell 
Publishing  Co.,  Inc., 
1966) .  The  Andreasson  Af¬ 
fair  may  or  may  not  be  as 
significant,  and  it  is  an 
ongoing  continuing  case. 

Well  investigated  but 
unexplained  UFO  abduction 
cases  require  greater 
scientific  study  by  pro- 
fessionals  in  numerous 
fields.  Hopefully,  this 
book  will  provide  a 
stimulus  for  more  such 
attention .

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(Cont.  from  page  4) 
itude  should  cause  them  to 
drop  their  research,  even 
though  it  does  exist.  As 
I  hâve  mentioned  before, 
the  scientific  approach 
does  not  consist  of  draw- 
ing  conclusions  first  and 
then  collecting  data  which 
seem  to  support  these  con¬ 
clusions,  while  ignoring 
non-supportive  data.  We 
hâve  a  puzzling  phenomenon 
on  our  hands,  and  an  ail 
out  effort  should  be  made 
toward  resolving  the  puzz¬ 
le,  regardless  of  those 
who  think  that  they  hâve 
ail  the  answers.  I,  for 
one,  hope  that  Gontovnick 
and  Sapienza  reconsider 
their  decision  to  cease 
active  research. 

In  Au  gus  t,  my  wife  and 
I  leave  for  London,  Eng- 
land  to  attend  the  First 
London  International  UFO 
Congress,  organized  by  the 
British  UFO  Research  Ass¬ 
ociation  (BUFORA) .
